However, the French Government real- 
izes America would welcome proposals 
and that it would be to the interest of | 

Foreign Minister 
Briand and Finance Minister Caillaux | 
were last week named by the Cabinet 
to work out plans looking to negotia- 
tions; in a word, they form a French 
Debt Funding Commission which expects 
sooner or later to open conversations 
with the American Debt Funding Com- | 
mission. Within the next few weeks they | 
will form from among the Foreign Of- | 
fice and Treasury experts and from 
among the Financial and Foreign Af- 
fairs Commissions of the Chamber and |

No real econo- 
mist would place France and England | 
in the same position in making foreign 
payments.  England’s foreign invest- | 
ment, her far-flung trade interests and 
her gold production in South Africa, 
not to mention her general financial | 
standing, place her in a different cate- | 
gory from France, a_ self-contained | 
country with small foreign investments 
left beyond those in Russia, which are | 
not collectable, a depreciated currency | 
and a domestic debt larger than Kng- 
land, all things considered.

BORAH WANTS WAR 


OUTLAWED AS CRIME 


Only Permanent Basis for Peace 


Is Justice, He Declares at 
Ann Arbor. 


WOULD HAVE US TAKE LEAD 


Senator Condemns the League 
and the World Court as Relics 
of Old Imperialism.

ANN ARBOR, Mich., May 18.—Con- 
demning the League of Nations and the 
World Court as vestiges of Old World 
imperialism and advocating a more tol- 
erant attitude in the handling of inter- 
national affairs, Senator Borah ex- 
plained his stand on the League of Na- 
tions, the World Court, the recognition 
of Russia and war in an address deliv- 
ered before the students of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan here today. 

“The fundamental principle underly- 
ing the League of Nations and the 
World Court,’’ he stated at the outset, 
“is that force is the mainstay of govern- 
ment. 1 want to see war considered a 
crime.”’ 

The Senator attacked the League on 
the ground that. it did not touch a ques- 
tion of justice or righteousness, but 
tried only to decide questions of spoils. 
He maintained that Article X of the 
League ‘is based on the same despotic 
principles that kings have held for hun- 
dreds of years—no justice or righteous- 
ness, but merely a guarantee to protect 
each other's property.”’ 

“The only basis of peace on which we 
can build permanently is justice,”’ he ex- 
claimed, 


Would Have People Vote on War. 


“The trouble in Europe today is the 
same as it has been for centuries,”’ 
he declared. “It is a problem of boun- 
daries. There never have been nor 
never will be sufficient armaments to 
territorial boundaries perma- 
nently.”’ 

He reiterated his contention that the 
League granted to ten men the power 
of declaring and concluding war by 
allowing them to decide how the League 
would line up against an aggressive 
power. This was contrary to all the 
democratic tendencies of the ages. 

“Tf. it were in my power to make a 
constitutional amendment,” he declared, 
“it would be this—that no war should 
be declared save on the vote of the 
people, those who have to fight the 
battles and bear the burden.” 

He held that advocates of the League 
stated that the protocols amplify the 
original covenant and do not create any 
new obligation. This was an implied 
expansion in case the protocols become 
effective. 

Reiterates World Court Stand. 


“The court is nothing but a legal de- 
partment of the League of Nations,’’ he 
said, turning to the World Court. ‘‘The 
League is to supply the law and give 
it authority and sanction. The United 
if it is to be affiliated with 
anybody, would be in a better position 
on the controlling board than on the 
court.”’ 

If not affiliated with the League, the 
court would be an agency for good. As 
affiliated, it was an agency of imperial- 
ism. In assailing the court’s power to 
render a legal opinion, the Senator said 


that not only iegal opinions, but opin- 
ions of every nature, were being issued. 
He quoted John Bassett Moore, Amer- 
ica’s representative in the court, in 
asserting that calling on it for advice 
would utlimately change the status of 
the court, and Elihu Root in arguing 
that calling for decisions from the court 
was a Violation of all judicial principles.

WANTS VOICE AS AN EQUAL 


Foreign Minister Says Germany 
Never Will Agree That Polish 
Frontier Is Permanent.

BERLIN, May 18.—Bitter criticism of 
the Entente attitude toward Germany, 
especially regarding the continued non- 
evacuation of the Cologne zone, was ex- 
pressed with his customary vehemence 
today by Foreign Minister Stresemann 
in his long-awaited speech before the 
Reichstag on German foreign policy. 

The theme of Herr Stresemann’s 
speech, which lasted more than an hour 
and a half, was contained in the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“The dispute between the Entente and 
Germany does not hinge on the fulfill- 
ment or non-fulfillment or this or that 
clause of the Versailles Treaty. It 
hinges on the question of whether re- 
spect and equality can be denied for an 
indefinite period to a cultured nation of 
60,000,000 souls.’’ 

Though Germany has not received an 
answer from the Entente on her secur- 
ity pact proposals—which naturally 
rather cramped him in his speech 
today—Stresemann nevertheless went 
deeply into the whole question of. Ger- 
many’s foreign relations. Again he 
painted for his audience a picture of a 
disarmed, peaceful Germany, thwarted 
in her efforts to promote world peace 
by unjustified suspicions held by the 
Entente. He insisted that Germany 


must have a volee in the regulation of 
her affairs if European peace is to be 
assured. 


Repeats Support of Dawes Plan. 


Referring to the question of Germany’s 
eastern frontiers, which has so agitated 
Europe recently, Herr Stresemann de- 
nied that Germany’s proposals implie® 
any hostility toward Poland, or fore- 
shadowed a German attempt to alter the 
eastern frontiers by force. But ne added 
that Germany never would agree to the 


permanency of those frontiers. In con- 
clusion, he emphasized Germany’s will- 
ingness to negotiate toward a solution 


of the pending difficulties, adding, how- 
ever, that all efforts must fail unless 
other nations were inspired by the same 
honorable desires, 

Referring to Germany’s entry into the 
League of Nations, Herr Stresemann re- 
peated what German spokesmen already 
have stated, viz., that a disarmed Ger- 
many cannot undertake any warlike 
move such as would be possible to na- 
tions which have not disarmed. This 
German view has not been taken into 
account at Geneva by the League’s 
Council, he said. 

Herr Stresemann then reiterated the 
German Government's intention to carry 
out the Dawes plan. So far, Germany 
hag fulfilled all of her obligations under 
the plan, he said, and she means to con- 
tinue doing so, despite changes in her 
Government, 
improvement the relations between 
Germany and other nations. Among 
these he especially enumerated the 
United States, Mexico and Japan, The 
United States, he declared, is the most 
active nation in furthering the economic 
restoration of Europe, adding that no 
nation could view this American activity 
with more pleasure than Germany. 

“T am glad to state that our relations 
with the United States are entirely sat- 
isfactory,’’ declared Herr Stresemann. 
“The valuable credits wherewith Amari- 
can finance has helped us recently were 
most important to our exhausted eco- 
nomic clements. In other directions also 
all signs point to thé fact that the un- 
derstanding of Germany is increasing 
in the great transatlantic republic.’’ 

Starting with an expression of the 
acute disappointment in Germany over 
the non-evacuation of Cologne 
January, Herr Stresemann said: 

“This Injustice brings us daily and

IN CHARGES OF FRAUD 


Chairman McFadden of House 
Banking Committee and 
Brokerage Firms Sued. 


SEEK FACTS FOR COMPLAINT 


Buyer of Radio Shares, in Affi- 
davit, Says $1,910,000 
Is Unaccounted For. 


Charges against two New York Stock 
Exchange firms and Congressman Louis 
T. McFadden, Chairman of the House 
Committee on Banking and Currency, 
were made in the Supreme Court yester- 
day, in a suit against Congressman Mc-~ 
Fadden, who lives at Canton, Pa., and 
the firms of Carden, Green & Co. and 
E. W, Clucas & Co. The action is In 
connection with the sale of stock of the 
Federated Radio Corporation, of which 
Mcadden is said to be President. 

The defendants were accused of mis- 
representation in affidavits . submitted 
to Supreme Court Justice Lydon upon 
which.he granted an application by Wil- 
liam Rosenblatt, who said he paid $8,400 
for 400 shares of the Federated Radio 
stock to Carden, Green & Co., directing 
McFadden, George A. Carden and Ed- 
ward W. Clucas to show cause why they 
should not be compelled to testify to 
enable Mr. Rosenblatt and his attorneys 
to prepare a complaint, either in a suit 
to rescind the contract for the sale of 
the stock, or ‘‘for damages by reason of 
misrepresentation of material facts,’’ 

Mr. Rosenblatt’s affidavit asked that 
the persons named be examined as to 
the actual property owned by the Fed- 
erated Radio Corporation and its con- 
stituent companies, the Rova Radio Cor- 
poration, the Equitable Radio Corpora- 
tion, the Voluma Products Company, 
the Radcab Company and the Eureka 
Battery Company, and stated that he 
wanted to find out whether Carden, 
Green & Co. acted as principal or agent 
in selling the stock to him. 

The affidavit also stated that the two 
brokerage firms in February offered 
110,000 shares of Federated stock at $21 
a share, representing that the corpora- 
tion would be in control, through stock 
ownership, of five radio corporations 
“successfully engaged in various 
branches of the radio industry, with 
large assets and earning powers.” 
Rosenblatt alleges that the representa- 
tions concerning these companies were 
“false and fraudulent.” 


Tells of Expected Profits. 


Mr. Rosenblatt also stated that to in- 
duce him to purchase stock it was fur- 
ther represented that the purpose of the 
Federated Radio Corporation was to 
“constitute a self-contained combination 
of the radio industry, from the manu- 
facturing of parts used in the assem- 
bling of sets to the merchandising of 
finished goods and accessories,’’ and 
that it was represented that the Fed- 
erated Corporation should receive from 
its stock holdings in these corporations 
a profit in excess of’ $10 a share on 200,- 
000 shares of stock, in addition to the 
profits from its own operations. 

The affidavit further alleged that the 
defendants ‘‘secretly argued’’ to form 
the Federated Corporation so as to ‘‘de- 
rive large profits without disclosing the 
profits to the plaintiff and other per- 
sons solicited, and that they did receive 
a large percentage."’ Rosenblatt sald that 
he bought his stock on March 9 last, but 
does not know whether Carden, Green & 
Co. acted as agents or principal. He 
said he had been advised by his attor- 
ney, Victor House, that he had a good 
cause of action against the defendant. 

Rosenblatt said that his attorneys com- 
municated with the Bureau of Securities 
of the Department of Banking of Penn- 
sylvania, and were advised that after 
an investigation under the “Blue Sky 
Law” the registration of Carden, Green 
& Co. to do business in Pennsylvania 
had been suspended on April 14 last 
because of transactions in Federated 
Radio srvecs8, and that a hearing set for 
May 13 had been adjourned for a month 
at the request of Carden, Green & Co. 
under its promise not to deal in Penn- 
sylvania in the meantime. 

In the affidavit it is stated that on 
March 25 last, two weeks after M. 
Rosenblatt bought his stock for $21 a 
share, 100 shares were offered at pub- 


lic auction, after due notice to Carden, 
Green & Co., and were bought for $5.50 
a share. Concerning the al egations of 
“secret profits,’ Mr. Rosenblatt said 
that the circular sent out by the firms } 
named stated that while 200,000 shares 
were issued, only 110,000 were being of- 
fered to the public, leaving 90,000 un-

Pay-as-You-Go Policy. , { 

“There is nobody in the State,"’ he 
said, “‘who would advocate faster for) 
the ‘pay-as-you-go’ policy than I, but 
it isn’t practical and you can’t do it. 


Let’s take the question of Wingdale 
Prison, merely as an example. We can} 
Get at some concrete facts out of that, 
at any rate. Wingdale Prison was au- 


thorized by the Legislature as far back , 


as 1916. 


$1,650,000 for the construction of one 
small building or another. In 1921 the 
wave of economy moved around us and | 
not a penny was appropriated, All that} 
was up at the prison was a couple of 
firemen and a couple of engineers to 
keep the buildings protected from frost. 

‘‘In 1923, with the State Architect, 1} 
went up there and we decided to turn 
the prison into a hospital. We salvaged 
it, for the only way in which it could 
have been completed was through the 
issuance of bonds.’’ 

He then took the case of Sing Sing, 
declaring that under the ‘‘pay-as-you- 
gZ0'' policy much-needed improvements | 
could never be accomplished. He also} 
cited the State hospital program as} 
badly hampered because ‘‘under the | 
present system’’ no building, ‘‘no matter | 
how antiquated, must ever be replaced.’ 

‘“‘Now look at the schools,’’ he said, 
“nothing could be more wasteful than | 
to continue to pour money into} 
these delapidated normal schools, some | 
of which are in dreadful shape. One of | 
the schools in particular is out of date} 
and dangerous, but under the ‘pay-as- 
you-go’ policy you can’t tear that school 
down, not as long as a brick remains. 

As an illustration of the futility of the 

olicy, the Governor told how the State 
1ad sought to find office space for its 
activities in Albany. He said that in 
1915 the State had hired all available 
space, even utilizing a Turkish bath 
building in State Street. Yet the de- 
mand for more space continued. So} 
finally, he said, it was decided to spend | 
$700,000 for a. whole block. 

“There was a great blare of trumpets 
and a fence was put around the block,”’ 
he said. ‘‘Well, in 1918, the Federal 
Government was permitted to advertise 
War Savings Stamps on the fence, but 
that is as near as the block ever got to 
being of use to anybody. They finally 
turned it into a park. 

“By what stretch of the imagination 
do people think that a Governor and the 
Legislature would be less careful of 
money obtained by, bonds than they 
would be of money yielded out of cur- 
rent receipts? It is silly to argue that 
enc of the question,’’ 

Lack of money, such as he argued 
eould be readily obtained by the sale of 
bonds, has badly demoralized the State 
Guard. He pointed out that prior to the 
Federalization of the National Guard 
the State had maintained quarters and 
equipment for about 10,000 men. 

When the Federal authority stepped 
in during the war the State was called 
upon to maintain a force of 22,000 men. 
Despite the doubling of the personnel, 
said the Governor, nothing had been 
done to increase armory space. | 

Another point he made against the} 
*‘pay-as-you-go"’ policy was in the con- | 
dition of the State tuberculosis facili- 
ties. He said that lack of funds had| 
kept the State back in adding to its| 
ganitariums and hospitals, so that peo- 
ple were kept waiting on — lists, 
“until the disease is so far advanced 
they can get no benefit from the treat- 
ment.”’ 

“If you want to get a fair example of 
what happens when the 'pay-as-you-go’ 
policy is pursued,’’ he said, ‘consider 
what happened to Saratoga Springs. 
There within the State is the world’s 
greatest health resort and yet the only 
thing the State does in the way of main- 
taining it is to give it fifteen bath tubs 
a year. Eventually private enterprise 
will be called in to take over the Springs 
60 that the people of this State can get 
some benefit from them.” 

Looking into the future the Governor 
gaid that money would be required for 
another tunnel to relieve the New York- 
New Jersey tunnel, and that ‘‘at least 
two more bridges will be needed over 
the Hudson to take care of the enormous | 
increase in automobile traffic."’ He said 
that the second tunnel, if planned, prob- 
ably would be located at Fourteenth 
Street, Manhattan. 


Tells of Hospital Plans. 


*‘The Hospital Commission,’’ said the 
Governor, turning to that phase of the 
State’s activities, ‘‘brought in an elegant 
set of plans one year. They looked 
great. We started out to finance the 
program from current expenditures, 
which Congressman Mills insists is the 
only panacea for carrying on necessary 
State improvements. In 1916, 1917 and 
1918, we were thinking of the war and 
during these years only $3,000,000 was 
appropriated for a project which every- 
body knew would cost $35,000,000 to 
complete. 

“We were obedient to Washington, | 
however. In 1920 when the war was all | 
over, Washington in a most generous | 
and liberal mood told the States that} 
they could carry on. So in 1920 we! 
appropriated $7,431,000; in 1921, $1,500,- 
000; in 1922 we obtained $2,120,000 and 
in 1923, the sum of $5,500,000. Then 
everybody finally agreed that it wus 
utterly foolish and an extravagant | 
waste to attempt to finance the project | 
out of current receipts. So we sub-/} 
stituted the $50,000,000 bond issue and | 
now we are getting hospitals and the| 
conditions in the old institutions are | 
greatly improved.” 

Certain of the State institutional build- 
ings were condemned as ‘‘disgraceful’’ 
by the Governor, who blamed failure to | 
provide bond issue money as the cause. 
Among the institutions he named were! 
the State School for the Blind at Ba-| 
tavia, N. Y., and the Institute for the | 
Deaf at Rochester. 

“In the face of facis,”’ said Repre- 
sentative «Mills, ‘‘the Governor and the | 
Legislature last year saw fit to reduce | 
individual income taxes by $8,500,000. | 
Please note that they were abzle to do so 
only because at the same time they | 
were collecting from real property own- 
ers $7,500,000 more than the year be- 
fore. They have just repeated the of- 
fense. The income tax levy has just | 
been cut from $38,000,000 to $29,500,000, | 
but real property this year will con-| 
tribute to the State, in addition to local | 
taxes, $28,031,835, and next year $30,-/ 
soe as compared with $21,402,622 in| 

“To label this tax reduction is to in-| 
sult one's intelligence. It is tax shift-| 
ing and, from the standpoint of equity | 
and good economics, tax shifting of the! 
most indefensible kind. . | 

“Few who have studied the situation | 
will deny, what the Governor pointed 
out, that those most hardly pressed by 
the heavy burden of taxation today. are 
the farmers and the rentpayers. Yet} 
these two classes of taxpayers have had | 
their taxes increased in order to re- 
lieve security holders of part of the very | 
inconsiderable share of the burden which | 
they bear, | 

“Only three possible excuses may be} 
mdvanced, none of which seems to me to! 
have any particular merit. It may be! 
claimed that the income-tax reduction | 
henefits the wage earners and salaried | 
men. But if these were the ones that! 
the tax shifters had in view they could) 
have accomplished their purpose by lim- | 
iting the reduction to earned income. 
Again, it may be urged that the rate of | 
the direct property tax has not been 
raised as compared with last year. This 
is true, but how about assessed valua- | 
tion? 

‘*Here in New York City, with a lower 
tax rate, property owners this year will 
actually pay more taxes than last, be- 
cause of the enormous increase in the 
essegsed valuation. Finally, they may 
claim that th. Federal income tax is so 
high as to justify a decrease in the State 
tax. But the answer to this is that Fed- 
eral Income taxes were materially re- 
duced last year, will again be reduced 
next year, and that if you consider the 
Federal tax system as a whole the bur- 
den today is fairly well apportioned as 
between direct and indirect taxes. More- 
over, the State rate was already so low 
and the amount contributed so insig- 
nificant, as compared with the tax-pay- 
ing ability of this ont aggregation of 
wealth, that there is no possible justi- 
fication for reducing it by one-fourth.’

Next Year's Budget. 


“Let us consider next year’s budget 
2s an example, that is, the budget for 
the fiscal year beginning July 1 next. 
Receipts, including a two and a half 
million additional increase in direct 
property taxes, are estimated at ap- 
proximately $164,000,000. Appropriations 
amount, roughly speaking, to $169,000,- 
000, leaving a deficit of $5,000,000, which 
must be taken care of out of what %s 
left of the surplus. In addition, there 
are two items aggregating $3,000,000 that 
will have to be provided for by de- 
ficiency bills next Winter, making the 
real deficit $8,000,000 for the year. 

“There is, of course, nothing sacred in

revenue. With $10,000,000 a year to play 
with, limited only by the elastic inter- 
pretation which the Legislature may 
put on the term ‘construction of build- 
ings, structures and improvements,’ the 
crisis may be tided over without too 
sharp an increase in taxes. But at 
what cost? 

“What we are proposing today, in ef- 
fect, is to borrow for the recurring ex- 
penses of maintenance and operation, 
and the costliness and folly of such a 
procedure are made manifest by the fig- 
ures which I have given you. There is 
no reason on earth why, with economy, 
efficiency and forward-planning, the 
State of New York, with its colossal re- 
sources, should not ‘pay as you go’ for 
all but exceptional improvements.” 

A letter from Andrew Mellon, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, was reafi by Mr. 

Secretary Mellon, discussing the 
rising tendency of governmental expen- 
ditures, said that the tendency was not 
necessarily an evil. He said that one 
of the most serious problems of the 
day was “just how far governmental 
activities should go.""

And it may be expected that 
France will ask America and England 
to be as kind to her as they advised her 
to be to Germany. This means France 
will ask that some plan be made by 
which, when she can raise francs to pay 
her foreign creditors, she will be helped 
to protect her fiscal position in delivering 
those franes for payment. The French 
believe that the universal recognition 
by bankers and economists that the 
centre of the whole Dawes scheme is the 
transfer system will help her in her 
plea for soft treatment. 


France to Balance Debts and Advances, 


PARIS, May 18 (A. P.).—Pending pre- 
liminary conversations of France’s 
debts, the French Government {is going 
ahead with the task of trying to find

HIGH OFFICIALS DISAGREE

ROME, May 18.—Almost simultaneous- 
ly with the receipt of the report from 
London through an English news agency 
that the United States is callin pon 
debtor nations to begin negotiati for 
adjustment, Tomasso Tittoni, President 
of the Senate and former Foreign Min- 
ister, in a speech at Viterbo, made a 
strong plea for cancellation of interallied 
indebtedness, 

Italy, he said, must insist on the Al- 
Hes granting to her conditions at least 
as good as she granted to Hungary and 
Austria which were vanquished in the 
war, and then immediately went on to 
explain that Italy not only never re- 
ceived a single cent from these two 
States, but indeed contributed heavily 
to the Austrian relief fund. 

This opinion, however, is not shared 

by official circles which believe the pay- 
ment of debts would result in an in- 
crease of Italian credit abroad suffi- 
cient to compensate for the fiscal sacri- 
soos which such payments would en- 
tail. 
It is believed; in addition, that if 
America is willing to deal so py | with 
the poorer debtor States, Italy, if she 
can maintain her present rate of prog- 
ress, should be able within a few years 
to make a start in paying her debts 
without increasing the present rate of 
taxation, which, avers as it now 
does 25 per cent. of the total earnings 
of all classes of the population, is con- 
sidered to have reached the utmost pos- 
sible limit. 


Suggested Terms of Settlement. 


Officials here believe that a settlement 
of the Itallan debt to the United States 
should be sought on the following basis: 

First, a reduction of the total in con-

During the discussion in the Senate 
of the budget several Senators, notably 
Rolandi Ricci, former Ambassador at 
Washington, referred to this subject, 
es the Government to enter into 
negotiations with the creditor States. 

Even the Senate Budget Commission, 
presided over 0 d Senator Nayer, spoke 
unequivocally about the debts, warning 
the Government that it is useless to 
balance the internal budget before the 
foreign debt_is got out of the way. '

The protest 
charges that the Judge acted in an arbi- 
trary manner, refused Williams a trial 
by jury and had him sentenced for con- 
tempt when he attacked his method, 
that of refusing a trial by jury.

BELGIAN AMBASSADOR CALLED 


Will Confer With Finance Minister 
on Debt to America. 


BRUSSELS, May 18 (A. P.).—The 
Belgian Ambassador -to the United 
States, Baron Cartier de Marchienne, is 
coming to Brussels to confer with the 
new Premier, Aloys Van de Vyvere, who 
also holds the portfolio of Minister 
of Finance, on the question of Belgium's 
debt to the United States.

This announcement was made in an 
authorized statement to The Associated 
Press today by the Belgian Foreign Of- 
fice on the subject of the debt.

The 
communication having been received dur- 
ing the Ministerial crisis, the acting 
Government informed the American 
Government that the new, Ministry 
would examine the question. 

“The Belgian Ambassador at Washing- 
ton, who will conduct the negotiations 
on the subject, sails from New York 
on June 9. He will confer with the new 
Finance Minister on the question.

WASHINGTON TREATING 
EACH DEBT SEPARATELY 


Officials Deny Any Drive Is In- 
tended — Esthonia Near a 
Definite Off er.

WASHINGTON, May 18.—The situa- 
tion concerning the course the United 
States Government has undertaken in 
seeking adjustment of wartime and post- 
war debts owed it by foreign nations 
was made sufficiently clear today to 
indicate that this Government has not 
begun anything {n the nature of an 


inténsive drive to compel payment of 
these debts. The State Department de- 
nied flatly that any circular diplomatic 
note had been sent to the debtor na- 
tions, and while cautious in im arting 
information gave the distinct impres- 
sion that the policy followed was to 
deal with each debtor count in an 
individual way, apparently on the mer- 
its of each case invplved. 

This does not mean, however, that the 
Government is not now engaged in pro- 
ceeding along definite lines to reach 
agreements with the allied nations 
which owe money to the United States. 
Nor does it mean that there has been 
no new move, to say the least, of a 
slightly more direct character in the 
representations made by the United 
States to its European debtors, 

In this connection there is some mys- 
bed which statements obtained from 
officials today did not serve to clear. 
Officials denied that there was any 
foundation whatever for reports from 
Paris that the State Department and 
the American Debt Commission were not 
in accord with respect to the policy of 
obtaining a refunding of the allied 
debts. At the same time it was point- 
ed out that the State Department was 
merely an agent of the Debt Commis- 
sion in communicating with foreign 
Governments which owed money to the 
United States, and to this was added 
that there had been no meeting of the 
Debt Commission since November or De- 
cember. Inferentially, there could have 
been no new move authorizéd by the

n ese circumstances explanation is 
lacking as to why the State Depart- 
ment is now urging, courteous] but 
firmly, that debtor nations should come 
forward with, as a minimum proposal, 
some definite assurance of intention to 
begin negotiations looking to the re- 
funding of their obligations toward -this 
country. If the Debt Commission has 
not met for five or six months and the

Admiral di Revel strongly criticized 
the proposed reform on the ground that 
it gave too much power to the army and 
made the navy take a secondary position 
in the Italian armed forces. Premier 


Mussolini defended his bill by arguing 
that in any organization looking toward 
the greatest efficiency there must be a 
regponsible, indisputable head. and that 
this head should be embodied in_ the 
army because of the army’s undoubted 
prestige, 

Admiral di Revel, who resigned as 
Minister of the Navy when Mussolini's 
measure. giving plenary powers in na- 
tional défense questions to the head of | 
the Army General Staff was announced, |

PARMENTIER IS HOPEFUL. 


Bellevesa the Outlook Is Good for a 
Debt Settlement. 


Jean V. Parmentier, French financial 
expert, who helped formulate the 
Dawes plan and who has been France’s 
envoy to the United States in previous 
efforts to reach an agreement with re- 


spect to the French debt payment, de- 
nied yesterday sthat he was negotiating 
any new private loan to France or that 
he was representing the French Govern- 
ment on his present trip. He arrived 
here recently from abroad in connec- 
tion with the business of the Thomp- 
son-Houston Company, the French 
branch of the Genera] Electric Company, 
and plans to remain about three weeks 
longer. 

M. Parmentier believes the present to 
be propitious for an understanding be- 
tween France and the United States on 
the debt question. He had been in- 
formed, he said, that the Americah Debt 
Commission was inclined now to consider 
conciliatory offers, and France’s finan- 
cial future he thought could be regarded 
optimistically. Caillaux, the French Fi- 
nance Minister, he regarded as_a very 
clever man and said he seemed to have 
the confidence of the French people. 

As to the state of the French cur- 
ro M. Parmentier said it probably 
would not be desirable at this time to 
have the franc appreciate in value, as 
that would affect the commercial bal- 
ance. He believed the time not ripe for 
a return to a gold basis in France.

GENEVA, May 18.—The special com- 


mittee appointed by the Arms Confer- 
ence to consider the formation of a cen- 
tral board for the collection and pub- 
lication of statistics concerning the im- 
port and export of arms bowed this 
morning to the objections of the United 
States against setting up the organiza- 
tion under direction of the League of 


Nations and pronounced itself in favor 
of eliminating the board. 

The problem which comprised one of 
the three reasons for the United States’ 
refusal to ratify the convention of St, 
Germain was dealt with at length on 
Saturday by Representative Burton, 
who at the same time presented an 
amendment which would. permit the 
creation of the necessary organization 
outside the League of Nations. 

The special commission at the end of 
this morning’s session adopted a resolu- 
tion declaring: ‘First, that control of 
the international commerce in arms 
rests on a system of licenses or declara- 
tions of export and publicity; second, 
that this system can be applied in as- 
suring periodic and uniform publication 
by various States of exports and im- 
ports made under their control by the 
high contracting parties as well as all 
other documents relative to the com- 
merce in arms of which competent com- 
missions shall consider publicity neces- 
sary; third, that under these conditions 
it appears superfluous to presage that 
creation of the central international or- 
ganization envisaged in the draft con- 
vention.”’ 

This is not only a victory for the 
United States’ policy but for the policy 
of Italy, which was declared on the 
third day of the conference by the 
Italian delegate. It is considered that 
the end will be the same, as undoubted- 
ly the Council of the League will pro- 
vide for collection and publication of 
these documents by the Secretary of the 
League. 

The Military Commission voted this af- 
ternoon, 1 to 9, in favor of the British 
proposal to exclude all war vessels and 
naval armaments from control. After 
the committee had voted to exclude bat- 
tleships from Category 1 last week, the 
chief of the French military experts 
went to Paris and laid the problem be- 
fore the Government, which decided it 
could not accept exclusion of battleship 
armaments, as they were as much war 
materials as anything used on land. The 
French member of the Military Commis- 
sion then demanded reopening of the 
subject. He was opposed by the British 
member on the ground that ships had 
the same armaments in war times as 
in peace times, whereas land armaments 
changed. This created inequality be- 
tween sea and land armaments. 

The French declared control extended 
only to commerce and not to manufac- 
ture arms, therefore control should be 
exercised in the same manner on land 
and sea weapons. This will become one 
of the sorest points of the conference 
when it gets back to the general com- 
mittee. 

The Geographic Commission decided on 
the principle of a limited zone to con- 
tain thirty-three countries and colonies, 
but that Turkey and Persia should be 
excluded. 


Members Loyal to the League.

Instead, each State 
will be asked to publish its own statis- 
tics on the exportation and importation 
of arms. 

The collapse of the Central Board en- 
tailed the elimination of another propo- 
sition later in the day. The Uruguayan 
delegate had suggested that in export- 
ing arms all exporting countries should 
respect the internal laws concerning the 
purchase of arms which existed in the 
countries of import. This proposal was 
supposed to affect Germany whose laws 
forbid the importation of arms. But, 
in view of the abandonment of the cen- 
tral office project he withdrew his en- 
tire proposition. 

Great Britain succeeded also in getting 
through a proposal which permits her to 
send armaments to her colonies without 
any control. Though the United States 
will always maintain the right_to sell 
arms to British colonies, Mr. Burton, 
head of the American delegation, has 
been Somewhat anxious as to whether 
the open door principle would be threat- 
ened, but Americans now seem satisfied 
that it will not be.

“Parliamentary majorities and cabi- 
nets may change, but I can conceive no 
constellation which would deviate from 
the course we have taken,’’ he said by 
way of pledging Germany’s future at- 
titude toward her reparation policies, as 
influenced by the Dawes plan. 

He denied rumors to the effect that 
Finarice Minister von Schlieben is op- 
posed to the further carrying out of 
the Dawes plan anc asserted that the 
Nationalist member in the Luther Cab- 
inet was in full accord with the Gov- 
ernment’s attitude on this issue.

LAUNCH DRIVE AGAINST FIRE!

Underwriters Move to Decrease 
Hazard in Dangerous Zone. 


A week's intensive campaign to im- 
prove fire conditions in the district 
bounded by the Hudson and East Rivers 
between Canal and Thirty-fourth 
Streets, was launched yesterday by the 
Committee on Origin of Fires of the 
New York Board of Fire Underwriters. 
; Speakers declared that 164 persons met 
their deaths in fires in this city last 
year, an increase of 29 over the year 


before. 

The district in which the drive is un- 
der way is declared to be one of the 
most troublesome in the city, from the 
standpoint of fire hazards, because in 
it is located a large number of small 
industries, besides the garment centres 
and the fur industry. 

Fire alarms increased in the four 
years from 1920 to 1924, from 14,638 to 
27,557, and the increase has been noted 
mostly in the district mentioned.

“T will tell you a secret which I know | 
will not be repeated. In this campaign 
for a more decent fundamental religion 
I do not fear the Fundamentalists them- 
selves so much as { fear fool Liberals. 
I was out in the country the other day, 
and saw last year’s leaves on a bough— | 
old, dead, wizened, but still hanging on. 
There are those who say you can’t have 
a green oak until you get rid of those 
leaves. But it is needless to tear them 
off. Soon the buds swell and the sun 
snatches away that which is obsolete. 
The change must come, as with the 
new reformation, not from the inside out | 
but from the outside in. 


Just Getting Under Way. 


“It must be obvious to any one who} 
knows what is going on in our colleges | 
that the seminary’s work for the King- | 
dom of God is just getting under way.

A man is a Christian only to} 
the degree that he possesses the religion 
which Jesus Christ possessed.

“Modern churches bustle with religion | 
about Jesus. You bet they have it! 
They bristle with it. They are bitter 
about it. Some organization councils 
take a young fellow who is anxious to 
be a Christian minister and hold him 
up for heresy. Like bandits, they get 
his theological loose change, but there 


are some questions that go so much 
deeper than conventional orthodoxy. 
How much of it is the religion of Jesus 
Christ Himselft I hear Paul’s glorious | 
theme, ‘Christ in you!

It was 
the alleged substitution of another child 
for Stevens which led to the sweeping 
inquiry into affairs at the infantorium, 
and it is the Angerer charge which the 
Grand Jurors will consider this morning.

The museum succeeds the similar 
uilding which was torn down eight 
ears ago at the corner of Elm and 

igh Streets, on land which was needed 
@s part of the site for the Harkness Me- 
mofial quadrangle. The new museum 
getands on the corner of Whitney Ave- 
true and Sachem Street, on the so-called 
Pierson Sage Square, and fs of brick 
relieved by dark-brown sandstone. The 
architecture is French Gothic {n char- 
acter, the ery departure from the 
historic style being the omission of mul- 
lions from the windows for the sake of 
more light. 

The focal point is the great tower, 
which has the section of a Greek cross 
and rises to the height of ninety-three 

eet, and the ornate entrance porch at 
its foot. Ornament has been sparingly 
used in connection with the rest of the 
structure. 

The octagonal entrance hall rises two 
stories within the tower to a fine stone- 
Vaulting group.

FIGHTS HASTEIN SUI 
BY RHINELANDER 


Wife Objects to Giving Anndl- 
ment Case Preference for 
June Trial. 


COURT RESERVES DECISION 


Plaintiff’s Counsel Intimate Defen- 
dant Expects Settlement 
of the Suit. - 


Special to The New York Times. 

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., May 18.— 
Justice Albert H. F. Seeger in the West- 
chester County Supreme Court reserved 
decision here today on the motion of 
counsel for Leonard Kip Rhinelander, 
son of Philip Rhinelander, for pref- 
erence on the June trial calendar for 
Rhinelander’s suit to annul his mar- 
riage last October to Alice Beatrice 
Jones Rhinelander on the ground that 
she is of negro blood. 

Justice Seeger directed both sides to 
submit affidavits after the defense had 
agreed to the framing of the issues to 
be submitted to the jury. 

Lee Parsons Davis, former District 
Attorney, and Samuel Swinburne, City 
Judge, counsel for Mrs. Rhinelander, 
opposed the motion for preference. Mr. 
Davis declared he was not prepared to 
go to trial in June because he had other 
important legal engagements and be- 
cause he had not gathered all his evi- 
dence. Further, he declared the plain- 
tiff had been dilatory in bringing the 
motion. 

Isaac N. Mills, former Justice of the 
Appellate Division, and Leon R. Jacobs 
appeared for Rhinelander. Mr. Mills de- 
clared the suit showed by affidavits 


2, 
that the defendant is of ‘substantial 
colered blood.” 

“This plaintiff was only a boy at 
school at Stamford when the defendant 
fell in with him,” he said. “The main 
question is, Did she represent to him 
that she was of white blood? Why, 
Judge Swinburne, one of counsel for the 
defendant, was the best man at the 
wedding. He knows whether she repre- 
sented she was white when she was 
colored, as we claim.” . 

Mr. Mills intimated that the action of 
the defendant indicated a _ settlement 
was expected, and added: “You can't 
buy an annulment any more than you 
can purchase an absolute divorce, and 
counsel must know there can be no Set- 
tlement of this case.” . 

“Counsel for the plaintiff well knows,” 
Mr. Davis declared, “that with all the 
Rhinelander millions they could not buy 
this girl to sever her marriage bonds 
and grant an annulment to the plain- 
tiff 


“I also want to say that Judge Mills 
was in error when he stated that Judge 
Swinburne was at the Rhinelander wed- 
ding. He was not present at the cere- 
mony. There are hundreds of love let- 
ters written by this so-called schoolboy 
which I must personally peruse and 
which I have not had time to do, and 
that is another reason why I am de- 
sirous of having the case go over until 
the Fall. There is no rhyme or reason 
for the Court to exercise its discretion 
in granting a preference in this case, 
because there is no law for it. 

“The plaintiff, if he was so anxious 
to bring on the trial, could have made 
this motion months ago. The defendant 
has brought no action to disrupt the 
marriage between herself and the plain- 
tiff. She regards the marriage as legal 
and binding and, I am informed, is ex- 
tremely desirous of having her husband 
return to her because she loves him.”

HIRSHFIELD ASKS DATA 
ON A SUBWAY CONTRACT 


Writes Delaney for Details of the 
Bashwick Job, Which Was Taken 


From Marcus Concern. 


Anticipating possible action by Deputy 
Controller Charles F. Kerrigan in his 
investigation of alleged favoritism by 
city officials to the bonding firm of 
Sinnott & Canty, Commissioner of Ac- 
counts David Hirshfield wrote John H. 
Delaney, Chairman of the Board of 
Transportation, yesterday, requesting 
information concerning the bid of the 
Marcus Contracting Company for a sub- 
way contract in Brooklyn. Mr. Hirsh- 
field said he understood that Mr. Kerri- 


gan had called Bernard Marcus of that 
company for an examination on a con? 
struction contract for a subway in 
Bushwick Avenue between McKibbin 
Street and Harrison Place, on which the 
Marcus Company was low bidder. 

Mr. Hirshfield said that examination 
of the records of the Board of Estimate 
showed that the Marcus Company had 
failed to furnish with its bid agreements 
in writing from two or more acceptable 


surety companies that a bond would be] 


furnished as required by the contract, 
and that the Board of Transportation 
upon recommendation of Robert Ridg- 
way, its chief engineer, recommended 
that the contract be awarded to the 
Underpinning and Foundatioén Company, 
the next highest bidder. Mr. “Hirshfield 
added that the Board of Estimate later 
approved this recommendation and 
awarded the contract toxthe Underpin- 
ning and Foundation Company after a 
hearing at which a representative of the 
Marcus Company was heard. 

‘“‘Although I am satisfied from the rec- 
ords in the case that the facts are as I 
have stated same,” Mr. Hirshfield con- 
tinued in hts letter, “I would appreciate 
{t if you would inform me whether my 
understanding is correct. I have no 
doubt that Kerrigan will conduct his 
hearing behind closed doors and will 
again hand out untrue, garbled and mis- 
leading statements concerning this trans- 
action and I want to be in a position to 
let the people know fhe truth.”’ 

Mr. Kerrigan declined to comment 
upon Mrg Hirshfield’s letter, although It 
was learned at the Controller's office 
that he had had the failure of the Mar- 
cus Company to obtain the contract 
under investigation. , 


HEAR EDWIN GOULD PLEA. 


Court Reserves Decision on Applica- 
tion to Resign as Trustee. 


Supreme Court Justice Guy reserved 
decision yesterday on the application of 
Edwin Gould, through his attorney, Al- 
ton B. Parker, for permission to resign 
as a trustee of five trusts under the 
will of Jay Gould, after Samuel Sea- 


bury, counsel for Frank J. Gould, had 
objected to the application and asserted 
that it should be passed on by James A. 
O'Gorman, who is hearing the account- 
ing suit. Justice Guy said he believed 
he would be justified in referring the 
request to the referee. 

Mr. Seabury asserted that a petition 
for the removal of Edwin Gould as trus- 
tee under the trust for Frank Gould and 
four other Jay Gould children is now 
pending before the referee, but former 
Judge Parker denied this, saying that 
Walter B. Walker, attorney for Frank 
Gould, had asked for the removal of 
Edwin after his brothers, George and 
Howard, had urged him to remain as a 
trustee unless their sister, Mrs. Helen 
Gould. Shepard, also resigned. He said 
that Justice Platzek denied Frank's ap- 
plication to remove Edwin.

TERRY'S BAT GIVES 


GIANTS 8TH IN ROW 


Homer in the Eighth With Score 
Tied Upsets Alexander and 
Cubs Lose, 5-2. 


JACK BENTLEY ALSO HELPS 


His Double in Seventh Evens Count 
—Hartnett Gets His Eleventh 
Circuit Drive of Season.

Bill Terry’s boisterous bat violently 
Gisturbed a 2-to-2 tie between the Giants 
and the Cubs at the Polo Grounds yes- 
terday. He cudgeled a home ryn into 
the right-field stand in the eighth with 
@ runner aboard and ran the Giants’ 
string of straight victories up to eight. 
The glad tidings assumed the propor- 
tions of 5 to 2. 

Terry produced this prolific rap, mind 
You, at a time when he is not in his 
usual good health. A sore muscle in his 
leg causes him to limp and he is play- 
ing more or less on his nerve.’ As he 
propelled the ball into the lower stand 
he ‘took his own sweet time in making 
the grand tour of the bases, Ross Young 
ambling in ahead of him. 

All this transpired when no less a 
personage than Grover Alexander was 
doing the pitching for the Cubs. For 
five innings Alex compelled the ball to 
avoid the Giants’ bats with elusive little 
hops, but it seems that none of the pitch- 
ers are able to keep the New York fur-

On the second ball that Alex 
zipped at him Bentley streaked a seeth- 
ing two-bagger along the left-field foul 
line, Linastrom romping in with the run 
which tied the score and Wilson pulling 


up at third. South was tossed out at 
first by Pee Wee Adams, and the Giants’ 
scoring activities were temporarily held 
in subjection. 

Kent Greenfield succeeded McQuillan 
on the mound, and he did a splendid job. 
As a starter he fanned Hartnett, the 
Cubs’ fence smasher, and Gabby wasn’t 
at all pleased. Griffith skied to South 
and Friberg -got a_ single to centre. 
Nothing came of the hit, as Grimm 
forced him at second for the third out. 

The Giants’ eighth is just another story 
of the Giants’ remarkable ability to rise 
to the occasion and concentrate their 
attack.

GOODRICH IS VICTOR 
~ ON FOUL IN SIXTH 


Receives Lightweight Elimina- 
tion Decision Over Mandell 
as Latter Hits Low. 


10,000 WATCH BOYS BATTLE 


Crowd at Queensboro Stadium Also 
Sees Seeman Put Out of Tour- 
ney by Valger. 


By JAMES P. DAWSON. 


An accidental low punch put Sammy 
Mandell out of the State Athletic Com- 
mission’s lightweight championship elim- 
ination tournament in the first semi- 
final round last night at the Queensboro 
Stadium, Long Island City, and cost the 
popular little Rockford, Ill., boxer his 
fight with Jimmy Goodrich, Buffalo's 
entry in the tournament. 

In the sixth round of their scheduled 
ten-round battle before’a crowd of about 
10,000 fight fans attracted by the sea- 
éon's first open-air bouts of importance, 


Mandell was disqualified by Referee 
Tommy Sheridan after striking a low 
left hook ich doubled Goodrich up on 
the ring floor, rolling and twisting and 
squirming in evident pain. The foul 
came forty seconds after the sixth round 
had started and abruptly ended what 
was the best of four bouts to determine 
the competitors in the next round of. the 
tournament on June 15, to determirfe a 
successor to Benny Leonard. 

Previous to the Mandell-Goodrich 
fight, Benny Valger, veteran east side | 
lightweight, had treated Solly Seeman | 
of Harlem to a boxing lesson in their 
ten-round contest, carrying off the de- 
cision over Seeman in what served as the 
semi-final attraction. In the second bout 
scheduled for ten rounds Clonie Tait, 
Canada’s representative, got his jaw in 
the way of a terrific left hook unleashed 
by Cirilin Olano, Cuban entry, and was 
knocked out in the fifth round. 

Stanislaus Loayza, Chilean, who repre- 
sents South America in the tournament, 
knocked out Tommy White, Mexican 
nomination, in the seventh round of 
what was to have been the first ten- 
round engagement. Goodrich, Valger, 
Olano and Loayza now wil! draw for 
bouts in the second semi-final round to 
be held June 15 at the Queensboro. 


Mandell Has Big Lead. 


The Mandell-Goodrich bout appropri- 
ately occupied the place of prominence 
on the card and furnished the best box- 
ing of the night, as far as it went. 
Mandell looked like a Koh-i-noor among 
a collection of rhinestones until the 
fatal moment in the sixth round when 
he sent Goodrich down under the im- 
pact of an erratic left hook aimed at 
the body. At the time Mandell was 
leading convincingly on points, having 
earried off the honors over Goodrich in 
the first, third, fourth and fifth rounds 
to everybody's satisfaction. The sec- 
ond round was about even, Goodrich 
counteracting the brilliance of Man- 
dell’s flashing speed and superb boxing 
with a volley of rights to the jaw in 
spirited exchanges which staggered 
Mandell. 

There could be no question, in view of 
the way the battle was going and the 
apparent ability of Mandell to maintain 
the same jesuog pace, that the blow 
which ended. the contest was uninten- 
tionally foul, any more than there could 
be any questioning that Mandell had 
struck his rival foul, despite 
and indecision which came 
section of the arena holding spectators 
to whom Goodrich’s back was turned at 
the time, depriving them of a clear view 
of what was taking place in the heated 
mix-up which preceded the foul. 

Referee Sheridan took the only course 
open to him when he refused to start 
a count over the stricken Goodrich who 
lay squirming in Mandell's corner until 
Go@irich’s handlers hopped through the 
hopes on a signal from Sheridan and 
carried the Bison City lad to his cor- 
ner. It was anygunfortunate ending 
which robbed the tournament of its 
likely winner and most impressive par- 
ticipant. > 

Commissioner Willlam Muldoon, who 
witnessed the bout from a ringside seat, 
expressed-regret over the unsatisfactory 
and unlooked-for finish and_ praised 
Mandell as a likely championship pros- 
pect, but added that the happenings in 
the ring determined the survivors in the 
elimination series and added that Man- 
dell would now have to wait until the 
tourney was completed to challenge the 
winner if he sought the title. 

Mandell, speedy, brilliant boxer, ca- 
pable of sustaining a burning pace and 
exhibiting greater hitting strength than 
he has yet displayed here, was complete- 
ly master of the sturdy, aggressive 
Goodrich for the completed half of the 
match. He smothered Goodrich’s at- 
tack under a veritable avalanche of 
blows, hooks, jabs, crosses and upper- 
cuts, which met each rush of Goodrich 
and were rained upon the Bison City lad 
in offensive rallies of Mandell in every 
round. Goodrich sought doggedly to 
hold off his rival and tried to pound 
Mandell at close quarters, but the 
Illinois lad was not to be held off by 
infrequent jabs of Goodrich and gave 
better than’ he received in the body 
punishment when the lads went close. 


Goodrich Makes One Stand. 


Goodrich made his best stand in the 
second round, when _he pressed forward 
against the blows of his rival, and three 
times shook Mandell with rights to the 
jaw which had the crowd in an uproar. 
Mandell, however, quickly recovered 
from the effects of the blows, and only 
increased the fury of his own attack in 
resuming the ning. 

ee weighed 135 pounds and Good- 
rich 134. 

Valger’s victory over Seeman was the 
triumph of a ring-wise, crafty veteran 
over an over-anxtous boxer. Valger 
outgeneraled his rival at every turn in 
six of the ten rounds, winning the sec- 


ond, third, fourth, sixth, seventh and} 
tenth sessions easily by blocking See-} he will seek .a match with Jack Demp- | 


man’s blows or parrying them and 


blinding the Harlemite with a dazzling | 


attack characteristic of the master 
hexer that is Valger. In the first, 
fifth, eighth and ninth rounds Seeman 
carried off the honors by rushing his 
rival about the ring and driving home 
solid smashes to the face, jaw and 
body while Valger was in temporary re- 
treat. But these spurts of Seeman’s 
were overshadowed by the steady, con- 
sistent boxing of Valger, who was en- 
titled to the honors at the end. Valger 
weighed 131144 pounds and Seeman 133. 

Olano’s knockout of Tait was not 
particularly impressive, albeit the Cuban 
showed terrific hitting power. 


third round and it seemed careless 
exaggerated confidence played no small 
part in the downfall of Tait.

Olano Drops Talt. 


When the fifth round was 2 minutes

the ropes. Referee Andy Griffin stepped 
between the pair, ending the bout before 
Olano could finish the task confronting 
him. Olano weighed 1834 pounds and 
Tait 135. 

Loayza won on a knockout from White 
without even flooring the Mexican entry.

Calm came out of chaos at the open-

this country, at the Hotel Astor yester- 
~@ay. For more than a year there has 

been civil war between the American 
Soccer League, one of the most power- 
ful, richest and largest organizations of 
its kind in this country, and the United 
“Btates Football Association, controlling 
body of the sport. Yesterday all the 
differences were ironed out and the 
aren Soccer League, headed by 

-resident Fred Smith, was welcomed 
into the United States Football Associa- 
‘tion as a full member. 

The sudden and undramatic ending to 
the strife between the two organizations 
was hailed as the greatest ste that 

ever has been taken toward putting the 
Bame on a firm foundation in the Unit- 
ed States. With the two great groups 
in complete affiliation and understand- 
ing, soccer men said yesterday that the 
crisis was over and that the game 
woula flourish in the future. 

In addition to this highly important 
move, three State football associations 
“were admitted to membership in the na- 
““tional governing body. 
“Colorado Football 
Maryiand Football Association and the 
Utah State Soccer Union., The execu- 
tive committee of the U. S. F. A. gave 
,these three provisional memberships 
and the National Council voted them 
“members unanimously. 

*” Another move toward the extension of 
““goccer football in the United States was 
“the move yesterday to ally the 
States Football Association and the 
Football Associatioh of the Dominion of 
.Canada by playing a series of two 
“games between the best piayers tnat the 
wo associations could produce each sea- 
“gon. While this plan was not adopted, 
the permission of the International Fed- 
“eration being necessary, it is probable 
that the international contests will be 
“carried out. It was proposed that two 
teams, made up of the outstanding 
_players in each country, meet once in 
September and once in May of each 
year. Delegates from the Football As- 
sociation of the Dominion of Canada 
« were present at the meeting and heartily 
endorsed the plan, which will go to the 
international body as a recommendation, 
@nd in all probability will be accepted. 


Vote Almost Unanimous. 


= The American Soccer League, whose 
application for membership furnished the 
major part of the discussion during the 
morning and whose admission brought 


enthusiastic applause in the afternoon, 
Was welcomed into the U. S. F. A. on 
“the motion of George Haley of Detroit, 
a former President of the national gov- 
erning body. The vote came after a 
great déal of discussion, but when it 
was taken the motion carried almost 
unanimously. 

Since the break in the two most power- 
“ful soccer organizations in this country 
“last April there have been continued de- 

mands on the part of the American 
Soccer League. These demands were not 
semet by the U, S. F. A., the officials 
of which organization said that if the 
American Soccer League would present 
their objection to certain rules, with 
recommendations as to how tney should 
be remedied, some action might be pos- 
sible. These récommendations were pre- 
sented yesterday and afte a few hours 
discussion harmony reigned once more. 
The American Soccer League ificludes 
all the professional organizations of the 
East, such as the Fall River Football 
Club, winners of the National Challenge 
Cup competition in 1924, and the three 
metropolitan teams—the New York 
Giants, Indiana Flooring Company and 
Brooklyn Wanderers. After the election 
to membership, President Smith of the 
league thanked the United States Foot-

CONSTITUTIONAL GOVERNMENT 
IN SPAIN. 

The Riff cloud lowering over the 
French in Morocco has turned out to 
havea silver lining for the people of 
Spain. Partial restoration of consti- 
tutional guarantees at Madrid is re- 
lated to the present military situation 
north of Fez. The first anrfiversary 
of the establishment of the Directorate 
was marked last September by a num- 
ber of pronunciamientos from Marshal 
PrRIMo De kivera. He regretfully an- 
nounced postponement of his hope 
that a year of the Directorate would 
be sufficient to stabilize the situation 
in Morocco and clean up political con- 
ditions at home. Unfcctunately the 
rectification of the line in morocco 
was not yet completed, and ' within 
Spain ‘‘ the road of purification still 
stretches far ahead.'’ Bossism still

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TROUBLES OF THE TRADE COM- 
MISSION. 

The present row in the Federal 
Trade Commission seems to be purely 
over a minor question of procedure. 
Shall there be publicity in the case of 
complaints that have been adjusted 
without a trial? The*majority say no. 
The belligerent minority insist that 
“‘ the purchasing public have a right to 
** know the names of those who have 
** robbed them.’’ But the real trouble 
goes deeper than this mere internal 
dissension. The personnel of the com- 
mission has underrone a change, so 
that this body with both prosecuting 
functions and a judicial capacity is 
said to have fallen under control of 
men who wish to limit its activities. 
The point about making public al- 
leged offenses is only one ground of 
dissatisfaction to the radicals in Con- 
gress who are now looking upon the 
work of their own hands, the Federal 
Trade Commission, and pronouncing 
it not good. There will be renewed 
talk of abolishing it altogether in the 
next session of Congress. 

Not even its warmest friends can 
maintain that it has anywhére near 
met the aims of its original creation. 
It was to be an agency for doing jus- 
tice in industrial and mercantile dis- 
putes much more speedy and certain 
than the courts. But actually it has 
often been extremely dilatory, and 
many of its most important findings 
and orders have been set aside by the 
courts. In his comprehensive study of 
the Federal Trade Commission pub- 
lished last year Mr. Gerarp C. HEN- 
DERSON demonstrates that the net 
result of the cases under Section 3 of 
the Clayton act—relating to practices 
in restraint of trade—has been “ sub- 
stantially nil.’’” The record shows that | 
** every order which has been appealed | 
has been annulled by the courts.’’ In} 
the gasoline cases, for example, the | 
Federal Trade Commission made its 
greatest single effort to deal with a| 
trade practice deemed injurious. But | 
it met with ‘‘ complete failure.’’ In} 
each case ‘‘ the orders of the commis- 
sion were set aside.’’ 

This apparent inefficiency is not to} 
be attributed wholly to incompetence 
on the part of members of the com-| 
mission. Probably it is true that, as | 
has unfortunately been the fact with | 
other governmental commissions, the | 
personal ability of the men assigned | 
to the work has not been all that | 
could be desired. And it seems rather | 
to fall off with the lapse of time. As 
Mr. HENDERSON remarks: “ It cannot | 
“* be expected that a Government com- 
*‘ mission, paying modest salaries and | 
** exposed to the vicissitudes of polit- | 
“ical life, can command the Services of | 
** those super-men whose decisions | 
*t ere always made of the substance of | 
“ fustice and wisdom.’’ But the fun- 
damental fault is in the very scheme} 
ftself of the Federal ‘rade Commis- 
sion.

Congress creating it contained too 
many ambiguities and uncertainties, 
along with one vice which seemed al- 
most incurable.

The extent to which restoration of 
normal government in Spain is to be 
carried out is not yet plain. So far 
we have had the abolition of the state 
of siege and the revival of the ordinary 
courts of justice. But apparently the 
royal decrees make no mention of the 
recall of Parliament, which was dis- 
solved at the time of the military coup 
in September, 1923. That this, too, 
is in the offing would be indicated by 
the dictatorship’s preparations along 
political lines. There has been in 
process of formation a new party, the 
Political Union, which is to carry on 
the war against the ‘‘ social cancer ’’ 
under constitutional forms. At the 
beginning of the present year the Po- 
litical Union claimed nearly a million 
members. In the atomistic politics of 
Spain a coherent party of that size 
under strong leadership should be able 
to have things pretty much its own 
way. 


HOUSEHOLD BUYING. 

Interesting as are the figures re- 
ported by the Research Staff of the 
Port of New York Authority, it can- 
not be said that they offer any great 
hope to the overburdened housekeeper. 
Time and again a huge margin be- 
tween producing cost and selling price 
of a commodity reveals, upon detailed 
analysis, little opportunity for re- 
trenchment. For his fruits and vege- 
tables the New York consumer, pays 
almost twice the wholesale price. The |

CHECKING “ BOOTLEGGED ” IMMI- 
GRATION. 


Secretary Davis is of the opinion | 


that there are a million ‘‘ bootlegged ’’ 
aliens in the United States. He does 
not explain the bases of his estimate. 
But the precise number is not so im- 
portant as the fact that there is con- 
stant violation of the immigration law, 
and that aside from those smuggled in 
from the sea—Florida is one of the 
favorite landing places for these immi- 
grants—both Canada and Mexico are 
daily used as stepping-stones to the 
promisegy land. 

The Secretary of Labor advocates 
registration of aliens as the best check 
on this smuggling. Only thus, in his 
opinion, will it be possible to discover 
who has entered the country illegally. 
Many native-born citizens, as well as 
immigrants, regardless of the manner 
of their entry, are opposed to this, 
on the ground that it smacks too 
much of the European police systems. 
In theory, adequate border patrol 
should make it possible to check all 
who enter, and thus render registra- 
tion superfluous. 
patrolling the thousands of miles along 
the Canadian and Mexican borders is 
extraordinarily difficult. If it were 
possible to station armed guards every 
hundred yards or so, an effective bar 
might be maintained. The trouble is, 
however, that there are too many ways

buying in large quantities. 

The consumer buys about six and 
one-half pounds of potatoes at a time, 
but only two pounds of onions. He 
spends 27 cents at a time for potatoes, 
but only 20 cents for onions.

Homes were 
ready for them where they could live 
like normal men and women. Some 
planted gardens. Others made articles 
useful in a community of several thou- 
“sand persons, and still others became 
teachers.. All were placed under treat- 
ment. Children born of leprous par- 
ents are ‘‘ born clean,’’ and, if segre- 
gated and protected from exposure, do 
not become victims of the disease. So 
Dr. Herser set the children apart.

A staff of American physi- 
clans and nurses was sent to the 
island and there was always a supply 
of the chaulmoogra oil. 


cures made and the checking of the 
loathsome malady justified the outlay.

If the native Gov- 
ernment was not indifferent to the 
lepers, it did little for them. When 
the last American superintendent, Dr. 
DENNY, gave up the struggle, only two 
physicians were left, with few nurses, 
to care for 4,000 sick. The Wood- 
Forbes commission turned on the| 
light, with the early result that four 
doctors were assigned to Culion and 
the sum of $50,000 was appropriated. 
In the Autumn of 1921 came LEON- 
ARD Woop to be Governor General. By | 
the year’s end the injection was being | 
given to 1,000 patients, A larger ap- | 
propriation was voted. The Governor | 
General drew on the emergency fund. 
In 1922 Culion’s staff was increased 
to eighteen physicians, with twenty- 
one trained nurses. Four thousand | 
cases were soon under treatment. In 
the Fall of 1922 it was rumored that | 
Gener#@l Woop was to return to the 
States and go to the University of} 
Pennsylvania. Immediately a petition 
of 1,300 lepers asking him to stay at 
Manila and to stand by Culion was 
laid before him. It is one of the most 
pathetic documents in the history of 


government. But at that time the 


native politicians were intriguing to/| 


have the Governor General recalled. 
Out of Culion they made an issue. 
Money was being wasted there. Gen- 
eral Woop’s monthly visits were an 
interference with native rule. A com- 
mission of inquiry spent twenty-four 
hours on the island and reported that 
segregation was a failure. ‘* Culion 
‘* represents a ‘useless dissipation of 
‘‘funds.’’ It was demanded that a 
Filipino be installed as chief physician. 
The politicians prevailed upon the 
Legislature to reduce the appropria- 
tion by one-third. ‘There can be no 
doubt that more money is needed to | 
maintain Culion than the Philippine 
Legislature is disposed to grant. Hence 
General Woop’s appeal to the Amer-

If he were arguing | 
for telepathy, says Mr. STepHEN, he 
would feel obliged to urge that observers | 


| 


of upright moral dispositions cannot be| 
decelved in great numbers and that | 
really respectable individuals, making | 
assertions within their own knowledge, 
are never mistaken and are incapable 
of saying anything they do not believe. | 
But he earnestly would hope that the | 
tribunal before whom he presented those 
considerations knew less about their! 
value than he does—which is a neat way | 
of putting it. 

His own opinion is thus expressed, and 
the opinion of scientists and psycholo- | 
gists in general hardly could be better | 
expressed:

SEEKS LAWS FOR CHILDREN. 


Welfare Committee Offers a Pro- 
gram for the State Legislatures. 


Relief for every dependent child in the 
United States who is deprived of @ 
father’s support is contemplated by 
proposed legislation to be submitted to 
the Child Welfare Conference at its ses- 
sions at the Hotel Biltmore today. The 
legislative program is largely the work 
of William F. McCormack of the Legis- 
lative Bill Drafting Commission at Al- 
bany. 

The proposed legislation for the wel- | 
fare of dependent fatheriess children 
was prepared for the Child Welfare 
Committee of America, of which Miss 
Sophie Irene Loeb is President. In the 
foreword to the pamphlet of sixty pages 
is the following explanation: 

“The purpose of the committee In sub- 
mitting these proposals for the extension 
of relief to dependent children deprived 
of proper parental support is to put In 
convenient form the laws of the respec- 
tive States compared with the maximum 


| provisions in those States considered to | 
| have made the most advanced steps in 


the protection of such dependent chil- 
dren. These proposals must be studied 
by the local advocates of child protec- 
tion with special reference to their 
adaptation to local conditions.” 

Then the following standard legislation 
is suggested as incorporating the fullest 


| application of the principle of widows’ 


; pension and making possible the slogan 
of its advocates, ‘‘A Home for Every | 
Child’’: 

“In the manner. prescribed and sub- 
ject to the conditions imposed by this 
act, an allowance shall be made on ac- 
count of each child whose father is| 
either:

| BUILT RUM-BOAT CHASERS 


Recently Completed Five Fast Boats 
for the Government at East 
Greenwich Yard. 


Special to The New York Times, 

NEW LONDON, Conn., May 18.—- 
Frederic S. Nock, prominent naval archi- 
tect and constructor of East Greenwich, 
R. IL, died yesterday afternoon at his 
home on Division Street, Cowesett, after 
an illness of more than two and a half 
years. 

Born in Birmingham, England, Mr. 
Nock came to this country when a boy 


with his parents, who settled in New 
York. He began designing yachts in 1895, 
most of them for Western builders. He 
established the Narragansett Yacht 
Agency at Providence in 1896, to carry 
on designing, superintending construc- 
tion, marine surveying and yacht 
brokerage. 

Mr. Nock, in 1902, purchased the yard 
at. East Greenwich, formerly owned by 
the John Saunders Marine Railway Com- 
pany. 

Several months ago he completed the 
last of a series of five fast boats for 
the Government, now In service as rum- 
boat chasers. 

Mr. Nock, at the time of his death, | 
was Harbor Mastor of Warwick. He 
was prominent in the Rhode _ Island, 
Edgewood, Barrington and East Green- 
wich yacht clubs, and the Narragansett 
Bay racing fleet. He also was a mem- 
ber of the East Greenwich Chamber of 
Commerce. 

He is survived by his wife and two 
brothers, Leo F. Nock of East Green- 
wich, and Edgar L. Nock of Providence.

Meved Mr. Bryan had done an injustice. 
“Our church is free,’”’ he said. ‘‘We are 
the only persons who have a complete 
democracy.”’ 

The meeting at which Mr. Bryan 
epoke was arranged by the Rev. Wil- 
iiam Carter, pastor of the Throop Ave- 
mue Presbyterian Church; the Rev. 
Frank E. Simmons of Westminster 
Presbyterian Church; the Rev. J. G. 
Snyder of the Olivet Presbyterian 
Church anl the Rev. J. F. Carson of the 
Central Presbyterian Church, all of 
Brooklyn. Mr. Carter presided. 

In his introduction Mr. Bryan said 
that he was a leader in the peace move- 
ment who had never been out of a fight 
eince he entered politics. His defense 
was made, he said, for the Bible as 
based upon the Apostles’ Creed and his 
fight was against those who, mole like, 
svould from within undermine the whole 
Christian structure. 

“The Lord they seek to substitute is 
Mot a risen Lord but a Lord who is 
still in the grave, for Modernists believe 
he was just a man,” he said. ‘The 
Modernists would take the stars out of 
the sky and make the gloom that en- 
shrouds the grave deever than ever be- 
fore. My purpose is to show you the 
kind of Christ they have taken away 
and the kind of Christ they would sub- 
stitute.”’ 

Mr. Bryan made a point that no man 
fn an evangelical church who doubted 
the Bible doctrines could be elected a 
Moderator or to any other high church 
office, 

“In our church we have disbelief,’’ he 
said, ‘‘but, my friends, they never come 
out and fight in the open. They never 
fight on that platform.”” There was 
applause when he added that no man 
could be made a Moderator on such a 
platform. Continuing Mr. Bryan said: 

“Scientists think that the discovery of 
a fossil of a five-toed horse is a more 
important event than the birth of 
Christ. They will travel around the 
world to see a skeleton, but would not 
cross the street to save a soul. The 
Modernist wants to paralyze belief in 
the Bible Christ and so paralyze 
Christian people in power to missionize 
the world,”’ 


Defends “Evolution” Ban. 


Mr. Bryan touched upon the Tennes- 
wee law against the teaching of evolu- 
tion in the schools of that State, and 
expressed the belief that the State had 
the ‘right to say what should be taught 
in the schools supported by taxpayers. 
“It is the pay check that rules 
the schools,’’ he safd. ‘‘Who is to con- 
trol them if not the taxpayers, those 
who support them?” 

The speaker declared that a system of 
education which takes the spiritual 
vision away from children is a great 
calamity to the nation. He then at- 
tacked scientists. He quoted a profes- 
sor as saying that there were only 
5,500 of them in this country, and that 
less than half of them believe in a per- 
gonal God. This. he said, was reflected 
in the loss of faith in those they taught. 

“We are expected to turn over the 
education of children to these and let 
them decide what we shall teach them,” 
he continued. ‘‘Science has no morality; 
gcience gives us weapons and means for 


escape but hot the means for control. 
When a man tells me not to believe in 
the Bible until science O. K.’s it, I tell 

that if science O. K.’d it this would 
or be a fit place to live in. I believe

WANTS STEEL CARS 
ON CENTRE ST. LOOP 


Nicholson Finds Wooden Equip- 
ment Is a Menace and Should 
Be Replaced at Once. 


The assertion that the operation of 147 
wooden or semi-wooden cars in the Cen- 
tre Street loop by the B. M. T. is a 
menace to the safety of passengers, and 
that the company should be required to 
buy at least 500 new steel cars,+ was 
made yesterday by Corporation Counsel 
George P. Nicholson in a letter to Mayor 
Hylan. The letter followed an investl- 
gation directed by the Mayor six weeks 
ago as the result of the assertion of 
Gerhard M. Dahl, Chairman of the 
B M. T. Board of Directors, that the 
company would raise $15,000,000 for im- 
provements if the city would build the 
Nassau Street line. 

Mr. Nicholson declared that inspection 
of the company’s lines showed great 
congestion, and that the company was 
not providing the “safe, adequate and 
convenient’’ service called for by its con- 
tract. He added that traffic had in- 
creased phenomenally in the last five 
years, and that the company had not 
kept up with the number of cars re- 
quired for proper operation. 

Mr. Nicholson said that there had not 
been the time to make a detailed esti-

| mate of the number of cars needed for 


the improvements suggested in his let- 
ter. “A rough estimate is that at least 


500 new steel motor cars should be 
contracted for, 250 to be delivered im- 
mediately and the rest to be supplied 
within two years,’’ he said. ‘‘The ear- 
liest possible relief is required. My in- 
formation is that even the order of the 
Transit Commission in October, 1924, 
calling for 100 new cars, has as yet 
received no attention by the company. 
“As to Mr. Dahl's offering the ex- 
penditure of $15,000,000 for improve- 
ments on the condition that the city 
proceed with the construction of the 
Nassau Street line, let me say emphat- 
ically that the obligation to furnish 
proper service is absolute as fixed by 
contract No. 4; it does not depend upon 
any condition whatever.” 
iscussing the construction of the 
Nassau Street line, Mr. Nicholson said 
that it would furnish only a loop service 
and would congest the Montague Street 
tunnel, the full capacity of which would 
soon be needed for the trunk line sub- 
way, and that Nassau and Broad Streets 
should be reserved for a future subway 
to connect with a new tunnel under the 





East River. 

“It seems clear that the time is at 
hand when effective action should be 
taken to compel the B. M. T. to meet 
the service requirements under tne con- 
tract with the city,’’ Mr. Nicholson 
added. “‘To this end I believe it would 
be most expeditious to place these facts 
before the Board of Estimate and by 
resolution of that board bring the mat- 
ter officially for action before the 
Transit Commission.”’ 


RODIN VANDALS ARRESTED. 


French Hold Three Boys and Rag- 
picker for Thefts From Museum.

PARIS, May 18.—A few days ago one 
of Rodin’s chief sculptored works, ‘‘The 
First Man,’’ was discovered in a dam- 
aged condition not far from its pedestal 
at the Meudon Museum, consecrated to 


the great artist. At that time and 
since then the disappearance of four 
statuettes of bronze by Rodin was un- 
noticed and the fact was discovered 
= today upon the arrest of the van- 
als. 

The miscreants proved to be three 
boys, aged fifteen, acting under orders 
of a ragpicker and curio dealer, the 
former of whom helped the boys into 
the museum grounds, 

The curio dealer, named Vialatte, who 
has a shop in Paris, was the receiver 
for the four statuettes, and following 
the boys’ spontaneous testimony the 
pieces were found at his shop. 

The five are now locked up and fur- 
ther arrests are said to be pending. 


QUITS PHONE RATE FIGHT. 


Ex-Judge Osborne Resigns as Coun- 
sel for Utilities Commission. 


Former Judge Harry V. Osborne of 
Newark, who has been representing the 
Public Utilities Commission in the 
appeal against a recent injunction of the 
United States District Court of New Jer- 
sey sustaining the New York Telephone 
Company’s increased rates, to be effec- 
tive on June I, in a letter dated May 14 
submitted his resignation as counsel to 
the commission, it became known yes- 
terday. 

The letter sets forth that, since being 
retained as counsel for a number of pub- 
lic utility companies, making it neces- 
sary for him to appear before the com- 
mission in their behalf, ‘‘some question 
may arise as to the propriety of my 
appearing as special counsel for the 
board in the telephone litigation at the 
same time.”

ACCIDENT DRAWS 
NEW HYLAN ATTACK 


He Blames Wooden Cars an 
Removal of Safeguard for 
B. M. T. Collision. 


HARKNESS AND DAHL REPLY 


Accuse the Mayor of Exploiting 
Transit Mishaps for Political 
Advantage. 


Mayor Hylan, commenting yesterday 
on an elevated ratlroad accident in 
Brooklyn Sunday night, attacked the 
use of wooden cars, the Brooklyn-Man- 
hattan Transit Corporation and Gerhard 
M. Dahl, Chairman of its Board of Di- 
rectors, Justice McAvoy’s transit report 
and the Transit Commission. The Mayor 
declared in addition that the accident 
would have been prevented if the Tran- 
sit Commission had not ordered the re- 
moval of a asidetrack leading to a 
bumper at the point where the accident 


happened 

Transit Commissioner LeRoy _ T. 
Harkness and Mr. Dahl replied by 
charging the Mayor with ‘attempting to 
exploit accidents for political purposes. 
Mr. Harkness explained that the side- 
track in question was designed to pre- 
vent a Fifth Avenue train from running 
into a Myrtle Avenue train and not to 
prevent a Myrtle Avenue train .from 
hitting a Fifth Avenue train, as hap- 
pened in this particular accident. He 
added that the removal of the_ side- 
track and the installation of a tripping 
device in its place was recommended 
by the Swain committee, which the 
Board of Estimate joined the Transit 
Commission to appoint. Mr. Dahl de- 
clared that the fact that the cars were 
voce had nothing to do with the acci- 
ent. 





Condemns Wooden Cars. 


“Another answer to the McAvoy 
wooden car report,’’ said the Mayor in 
commenting upon the accident. 

“Continued operation of wooden cars 
resulted in injuries to five persons when 
a Myrtle Avenue wooden car train and 


a Culver line wooden car trafn collided 
at Hudson and Myrtle Avenues, Brook- 
lyn, last night. 

‘Human beings are apt to make mis- 
takes, but in this instance mechanical 
contrivances would have prevented the 
accident, 

“There is a bumper on the Culver line 
stretch of track toward which the trains 
would be headed if a signal were 
passed. But the rails of the sidetrack 
leading to the bumper have been re- 
moved. Did the McAneny State Transit 
Commission give permission for the re- 
moval of these rails?

“The B. M. T. has insisted that wood- 
en cars are safe. The McAneny State 
Transit Commission agrees with the 
B. M. T. The McAvoy report re-echoed 
the feelings of the B. M. T. and the 
Transit Commission. 

“Jerry Dahl said a month or so ago 
that the B. M. T. had $15,000,000 to 
make improvements, There was also 
some $4,000,000 or $5,000,000 which was 
unaccounted for in the reorganization of 
the B. M. T. But the B. M. T. refuses 
to use any of these millions for the 
replacement of wooden car death traps 
with all-steel coaches. And the McAn- 
eny State Transit Commission, though | 
it has the power to compel such sub- 
stitution, refuses to move a finger to 
bring it about.”’ 


Attacks Hylan Metheds. 


“The public has become accustomed 
to many of Mayor Hylan’s disgusting 
performances,”’ said Mr. Harkness, “but 
it can never become hardened to his | 


ghoulish attempt to ‘cash in’ on railroad 
accidents. Fortunately, serious  acci- 
dents on New York transit lines are few 
and far between, but there has not been 
one since the Transit Commission took 
office that Mayor Hylan has not tried 
to turn to his personal or political ad- 
vantage.”’ 

Mr. Dahl also said that the side track 
was removed on recommendation of the 
Swain committee, and added that Dr.

an unfortunate accident as an opportu- |! 
nity to make political capital for him- 
self,”” Mr. .Dahl said. ‘‘In doing so he 
again shows astounding ignorance of 
transit conditions and again indulges 
in unscrupulous and deliberate mis- 
statements of fact. Mayor Hylan again 
tries to get votes by abusing the com- 
pany for operating wooden cars. Wood- 
en cars had nothing to do with the 
accident. The same accident would have 
happened had the cars been steel. 

“Nobody regrets an accident on our 
lines more than the officials of the 
company. We are doing everything hu- 
manly possible to prevent accidents.”’ 

District Attorney Dodd of Brooklyn, 
who is investigating the accident, said 
he had examined several witnesses, but 
had discovered nothing upon which a 
criminal prosecution could be based. 


FAIL TO GET BRIDGE CARS. 


Brooklyn Merchants Told Transit 
Board Has No Jurisdiction. 


The Broadway Merchants’ Association 
of Brooklyn, which has been trying to 
bring about the restoration of the B. M. 
T. trolley service on Willlamsburg 
Bridge, made public yesterday a letter 
from George McAneny, Chairman of the 
Transit Commission, to the effect that 
the commission had no jurisdiction and 
that the matter was entirely in the hands 
of the city authorities. Mr. McAneny 
explained that the B. M. T. subsidiary 
had no franchise to operate cars over the 
bridge and had discontinued the service 
as unprofitable when a competitive mu- 
nicipal car service was installed. 

The association's announcement said 
that its committee appealed first to the

FOUR JUR 
FOR SHEPHERD TRIAL 


Tentatively Selected to Try 
Man Accused of Poisoning 
* Young McClintock. 


FAIMAN'S TRIAL POSTPONED 


Defendant Remains Calm All Day, 
but Wife Is Not Allowed to 
Sit Beside Him. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, May 18.—Human frailties 
exempted eleven men today from serv- 
ing on the jury to try William D. 
Shepherd on the charge of murdering 
his ward, William McClintock, youthful 
millionaire, through the administration 
of typhoid germs, when the trial opened 
today. 

Some balked upon inflicting the death 
penalty even in a ‘‘proper case.’’ They 
said conscientious scruples would pre- 
vent. Others had opinions as to the 
guilt or innocence of Shepherd; opin- 
ions, they said, which could not be 
changed by sworn evidence in the trial. 
Business worries would prevent two. of 
them from giving the proper thought to 
the evidence, they asserted. One was 
excused because of insufficient school- 
ing. 

So that, after examining fifteen 
veniremen, only these four had been 


questioned and not dismissed when the 
day’s court session was over: Frank 
Stieber, insurance man; Herman 
Brieske of La Grange, Ill., automobile 
sales; Ray Benoit, unemployed, ana 5. 
E. Turley, a starter for the Surface 
Lines Railway. 

Upon the motion of State’s Attorney 
Crowe a separate trial was ordered for 
Charles C. Faiman, indicted as an ac- 
cessory in the murder of McClintock, 
who alleged in a confession that he gave 
Shepherd the typhoid germs that are 
supposed to have killed McClintock. 

Faiman is expected to be the star wit- 
ness for the prosecution. He has been 
living at a hotel under guard, although 
Shepherd was thrice denied bail and 
has remained in jail. 

Mrs. Julie M. Shepherd was informed 
that she could not. sit beside her hus- 
band. She had greeted. Shepherd with | 
a kiss and an embrace, but the court 
ruled that she must,sit away from him. 

Attorney William Scott Stewart took 
an active part in Shepherd’s defense 
when a panel of four tentative Jurymen 
was submitted to him by the State. 

“Are you prepared to consider the de- 
fendant innocent? The law says he must 
be presumed innocent throughout this 
trial,”’ he sald to his first talesman, L. 
F. Tuells.. That was his theme through- 
out the afternoon, presumption of in- 
nocence. 

Each side wanted to know what the 
possible juror thought about_the testi- 
mony of an accomplice. C. C. Faiman, 
who confessed he was Shepherd's ac- 
complice, was mentioned frequently and 
there were questions and statements 
about the law as to whether or not Fai- 
man should be believed. 

Because of Faiman’s expected testl- 
mony that he incubated typhoid germs 
and gave them to Shepherd to be used 
in giving the disease to the young mil- 
lionaire, Attorney Stewart asked ques- 
tions about the education of each man 
he examined. 

Mr. Gorman delved deeply into the 
business connections of each man. He 
questioned them about what they had 
read of the McClintock-Shepherd case 
in the newspapers and if they had 
formed opinions from such reading; and 
if they could forget that opinion and 
weigh the evidence on its merits. 

Stewart asked if prejudice would arise 
in the juror’s mind if Shepherd did not 
become a witness in his own defense. 
He said the law did not require Shep- 
herd to do so, and asked if there was 
any quarrel with that law. 

Every one of the fifteen men was 
asked if he knew Judge Harry Olson, 
Chief ~ Justice of the Municipal Court, 
who took an active part in the indict- 
ment of Shepherd; if he took an active 
part in politics; if he would be influ- 
enced by anything Judge Olson might 
have said; if he knew any of the law- 
yers or witnesses, and many similar 
questions. 

The witnesses were named as follows: 

Eva Nelson and Mary Gartner, wit- 
nesses to McClintock's will; Attorney 
Alexander F. Reichmann, who had been 
co-guardian with Mrs. Shepherd of 
McClintock: Dr. Ludwig Hekteon, who 
officiated at the post-mortem; Leola 
Allard, a reporter; F. T. Breidigan; Dr. 
George E. Fosberg; Dr. Amante Ron- 
getti and Faiman, who have given testi- 
mony about Shepherd seeking germ _in- 
formation from them; John Mar- 
chand and Robert White, former_em- 
ployes of Faiman’s school; Louis Sbar- 
baro, who said Shepherd boasted to him 
he would have ‘‘a pile of money some 
day’; L. L. McArthur Jr., an officer 
of the Northern Trust Company; Dr. 
William D. McNally, Coroner’s Physi- 
clan; Judge Olson, who instituted the 
proceedings against Shepherd, and Miss 
Estelle Gehling, who at the_ inquest 


exhibited love letters she said Shepherd | 


had written her. | 

Eight other possible jurors were de- 
tained for the night with the four ten- 
tatively selected, with three bailiffs to 
guard them. Judge Thomas J. Lynch, 
presiding at the trial, gave them stern 
warning that no one tis to discuss the 
trial in their presence, nor are they to 
discuss it among themselves. That ended 
the day's session. 

Shepherd was calm throughout the 
proceedings. On the other side of the 
room sat J. D. Shepherd of Little Rock, 
Ark., a thin, delicate-looking man, a 
brother of the accused. 


$750,000 FIRE IN OLEAN. 


Destroys Tanning Plant Owned by 
Armour Company in Chicago. 


OLEAN, N. Y., May 18.—Fire today 
destroyed the plant of the Empire Tan- 
ning Company here with an estimated 
loss of $750,000. Twelve buildings, oc- 
cupying more than five acres of land, 
were razed. 


The cause of the fire was undeter- 
mined. Some of the buildings were forty 
years old and the flames made rapid 
headway as they swept through 1e 
various connecting runways. 

The plant was owned by the Armour 
Company of Chicago..

start annulment proceedings. The States 
consider it against public policy, he said, 
to set aside divorces except on the ini- 
tiative of the injured party.

and depositions, or by other fraudulent 
means. Rhode Island has a pecullar di- 
vorce law. It recognized about eighteen 
causes of divorce, including drunken- 
ness and so many others that there is 
not likely to have been any fraud com- 
mitted in this respect. The place where 
fraud is likely to have been committed 
is in affidavits regarding the habitation 
or residence of the principals. The law 
says that the principals must have had 
an actual habitation in Rhode Island for 
five years, except that a residence of 
one year only may be required in the 
discretion of the court if ‘exceptional 
wickedness’ is shown. This is the loop- 
hole, to take advantage of which fraudu- 
lent affidavits may have been made. 

Mr. Moore added that New York 
State does not recognize any divorce 
obtained in Rhode Island, whether 
legitimate or fraudulent, if the defend- 
ant is not served with the papers in 
Rhode Island or if the defendant does 
not appear personally or by counsel 
at the trial. 


ASK SMITH TO REVIEW 
U. S. LEASES OF POWER 


Association Declares Federal Per- 
mits to Waters Jeopardize 
State’s Rights. 


Governor Smith was asked yesterday 
by a delegation representing the Federa- 
tion of Tenants’ Associations to appoint 
a Commissioner to investigate power 


leases and franchises made by the Fed- 
eral Government in this State. Federal 
records filed at Albany, the delegation 
declared, were misleading in that while 
the leases described in them actually 
were for long terms, the records set 
forth that they were short term permits. 

In a brief which they filed with the 
Governor and which he received in si- 
lence, it was stated that on all power 
rights reserved by treaty with Great 
Britain, the Federal Water Power Com- 
mission had given long term leases, even 
though the question of power to dispose 
of these properties as between the Fed- 
eral and State Governments had not been 
settled. By discontinuing a suit, begun 
during the Miller administration with a 
view to having the State’s rights in the 
matter established, the brief declared, 
these had been jeopardized while Fed- 
ral permits were being given recogni- 

on. 

The delegation asked the Governor to 
have the whole question looked into, 
with a view to having something done in 
the matter by the next Legislature. 

The Federal litigation which was dis- 
continued during the second Smith ad- 
ministration will be reopened by Attor- 
ney General Ottinger, if a way can be 
found, The Attorney General has re- 
tained Charles E. Hughes, former Sec- 
retary of State, to represent the State 
in water power matters.

will not have to drag people to the Cap- 
itol this week, as thé presence of these 
animals on the screen will undoubtedly 
make the journey to this theatre a will- 
ing and pleasant one, “Black Cyclone”’ 
is an admirable picture which has been 
directed with studious ingenuity, and 
although horses are seen in the principal 


roles, there is never a dull instant in 
the narrative, which possesses its full 
quota of suspense and some delightful 
incidental comedy. 

The manner in which the horses have 
been handled for the different scenes 
makes one forget that a camera was 
anywhere near at the time the scenes 
were pactosraphed. One sees so much 
that surprising, when one stops to 
think it over, that after a while one is 
so absorbed that it appears to be per- 
fectly natural to witness stallions in 
the characters of a hero and a villain, 
a mare as @ heroine and a mangy burro 
filling the comedy rdle. 

The long shots as well as the medium 
ones are most com ne In certain 
instances one wonders how the pro- 
ducers are ever going to catch the horses. 
One of the most remarkable sequences 
is where Rex, the hero stallion, is 
caught In the quicksands of a shallow 
river.

Then 
in the captions it is set forth that his 
legs are numb and useless, and one 
cannot help but think of a horse in such 
a dilemma. A cowboy who knows that 
the cry comes from a horse in trouble 
hastens in the direction of the sound, 
and as soon as he finds Rex he bends 
the animal's head over so as to force 
him to kick and use his half-paralyzed 
limbs. Here you have realism, for there 
is no doubt that the horse is up to his 
belly in sand, and that he suddenly 
struggles perty out of the treacherous 
swamp. he cowboy then cuts a small 
load of twigs and places them in front 
of the horse, who eventually climbs out, 
Joytul in the freedom he has regained. 

zady, the mare, has been captured 
by The Killer, a black-eyed pinto who 
knows oy A animal in his herd, which 
he bosses like a villain characterized by 
Wallace Beery. The Killer keeps his 
weather eye on the fair Lady, knowing 
that in the past he had scared Rex away 
from the herd when that animal was an 
ungainly colt.

100 Studentsin Notable Perform- 
ances Under Direction of Dam- 
rosch, Hadley and Gartlan. 


A symphony concert by 100 students 
from the high schools of New York City 
was given last night tn Aeolian Hall, 
with Walter Damrosch; Henry Hadley 
and George P. Gartlan as conductors.

WASHINGTON, May 18.—The death 


W. Penrose, First Counselor to Heber 
J. Grant, President of the Mormon 
Church, is causing considerable specu- 
lation in Washington as to what effect 
this vacancy in the leadership of the 
Church will have on the political and 
ecclesiastical fortunes of Senator Reed 
Smoot, Chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Finance, and one of the lead- 
ing Apostles of the Church. 

Sepator Smoot often has been spoken 
of as a possible successor to President 
Grant as the head of the Mormon or- 
ganization. The successor to the Presi- 
dency of the Church, by custom_ and 
rule of seniority, is usually the Presi- 
dent of the Quorum of the Twelve Apos- 
tles, the office now occupied. by Apostle 
Rudger Clawson. 

Senator Smoot is the ranking Apostle. 
If Apostle Clawson should be called as 
First Counselor to President Grant, 
with Apostle Anthony W. Ivins, still 
serving as Second Counselor, Mr. Smoot 
by virtue of seniority in the Quorum of 
the Twelve would become President of 
the Quorum, and his line of accession 
to the presidency of the Church would 
be firmly established.

FIXES RADIO TUBE ROYALTY. 


Federal Court Finds 80 Cents Per 
Unit Due Telephone Company. 


WILMINGTON, Del., May 18 (A. P.). 
—The Federal District Court in the suit 
of the American Telephone and Tele- 


graph Company against the Radio 
Audion Company and the De Forest 
Radio Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany today decided that ‘‘reasonable 
royalty’’ for the alleged infringing of 
tubes made by the Radio Audion Com- 
pany between Jan. 1, 1921, and Jan. 9, 
1923, will be 80 cents each. 

On the basis of 36,330 tubes manufac- 
tured, this amounts to $29,064, but as 
this exceeds the amount of profits made 
by the Radio Audion Company and its 
receivers, the Court holds, ‘it would 
serve no eS purpose to state witn 
particuarlity the items of charge and 
discharge as established by the evi- 
dence.”’ 

The assets of the Radio Audion Com- 
pany consist of two bonds, one of $25,- 
000 put up by the company and one of 
$1,000 by the receiver.

The majority of 
well-informed people already know what 
those causes were; but when a series 
of very absurd assertions had been pub- 
lished as the only true explanation, and 
when Congressmen with a record as 
Money-Trust hunters had announced 
their purpose of exposing the whole 
conspiracy as soon as Congress meets 
again, it was time for a serious tribunal 
to make public the actual facts. Since 
the Congressmen cannot very well get 
to work until next January, the prospect 
is that their opportunity for examining 
into offences which, in the familiar 
language of Congressional resolutions, 
are “‘alleged and commonly believed,”’ 
will be somewhat blunted by the com- 
mission’s completed inquiry. 

The money market began the week 
with no visible change, but with indica- 
tions that the cheap-money period is 
likely to be long continued. This is per- 
haps at the moment the most potent 
|} influence on the stock market, and it 
certainly is finding continued reflection 
in prices of investment bonds. We have 
already drifted so far away from the 
hardening money tendencies of a few 
weeks ago that all rates for fixed ma- 
turities are dowm to the level of a year 
ago, with mercantile paper lower. If, 
as seems probable enough, there is to 
be no quickening of industrial activity 
during the Summer months, the strong 
influence which falling money rates ex- 
erted on the financial situation of the 
second half of 1924 may very logically 
be repeated. 

Sterling held firm yesterday at the 
higher rate reached last week and, for 
the second successive business day, the 
Bank of England lost no gold. As a re- 
sult of these reduced withdrawals, to- 
gether with the large gold inflow of 
Friday, the Bank has gained about £600,- 
000 since its last weekly statement was 
compiled; this contrasting with an outgo 
of £2,124,000 in the two preceding weeks 
of free gold payments. Yesterday's 
slight decline in the franc, in so far as 
it resulted from speculative selling, may 
have been more or less associated with 
the vague talk of official frowning on 
open-market loans to Governments 
which do not take steps to reach an 
arrangement in regard to the funding of 
their war debts to our Treasury. It is 
impossible to guess what compromise 
can be reached in that matter by the 
French Government and our own; a 
very unfortunate influence has been ex- 
erted on the discussion, both by Ger- 
many’s long recalcitrancy and by un- 
wise suggestions in our own country of 
canceling the debt. But the new French 
Ministry is apparently resolved to find 
some formula of solution, and probably 
| the majority of financiers familiar with 
French conditions and sympathetic with 
|the French feeling are convinced that 
the settlement will turn out in the end 
to have been entirely within the ca- 
pacity of France. 

An early advance in wheat to $1.74%,

Sterling Again Reaches $4.8532, 
Previous High, on Good Baying 
—Continentals Irregular. 


Purchases of good-size blocks of sterl- 
ing by a number of prominent banking 
institutions yesterday lifted the London 
check rate to $4.85%, a figure which 
has been touched on two other occa- 
sions since the present movement 
started less than a month ago. The 
buying from this source was easily the 
feature of the market, and in well in- 
formed quarters it was stated that re- 
newed purchases with the idea of push- 
ing the rate to par was shortly to be 
expected, 

The market for the Continentals was 
irregular, the French franc sagging 1% 
points to 5.19 cents, while Italian ex- 
change was also heavy at a decline of 
more than 2 points, to 4.05%4 cents. 
Holland, Swiss and Swedish documents 
were firm. A fresh wave of buying in 
the Spanish, Danish and Norwegian ex- 
changes caused these to retrace some of 
the ground lost in last week's market 
when heavy liquidating sales pushed all 
three down for substantial losses.

Agrees to Add to Holdings in 
the Gaayaquil & Quito— 
$600,000 Involved. 


Terms- of a contract by. which the 
Government of Ecuador buys control of 
the Guayaquil & Quito Railroad, the 
only railroad there, were learned yes- 
terday. Dr. Guerrero Martinez, the Act- 
ing President of Ecuador, has agreed to 


| purchase 57,069 shares of preferred and 


common stock of the railroad company, 
which, added to the 49 per cent. of stock 
the Government now holds, will be suf- 
ficient to establish control. 

The price of the 57,069 shares was 
$600,000. The Government has deposited 
$100,000 of this amount with the Glyn 
Mills Currie Company at Quito, to be 
forfeited to the railroad company if the 
balance of $500,000 is not deposited in 
a New York bank when the transfer of 
stock takes place. Similar terms apply 
to the railroad company if it fails to ful- 


fill its part of the contract. In case of 
a controversy the matter will be submit- 
ted to arbitration.

JOINT COURT URGED 
FOR US AND CANADA 


Sir Robert Falconer Would 
Widen Powers of Interna- 
tional Commission. 


SUCCESS OF BOARD CITED 


He Reviews the Adjustment of 
Boundary issues—Hopes for 
St, Lawrence Solution.

LONDON, May 18.—Sir Robert Fal- 
coner, President of the University of To- 
ronto, delivered at Cambridge University 
today the third of his Watson Chair lec- 
tures on the relations of Canada and the 
United States. The subject of this ad- 
dress was “The Determination of the 
Boundaries.’’ 


Court Status for Commission. 


Bir Robert Falconer in his lecture on 
“The Determining of the Boundaries’’ 
reviewed the history of the frontier dis- 
putes between the United States and 
Canada, expressed gratitude that these 
controversies had been honorably set- 
tled, and hailed as a pledge of peace 
the International Joint Commission 
which has been established to deal with 
questions arising between the two coun- 
tries. 

He urged that the commission be made 
better known to the people, and sug- 
gested that it be raised to the status 
of a court which might dispose of dis- 
putes before they became international 
issues. The two countries will be atill 
closer bound in friendly relations in the 
future, he went on, if the St. Lawrence 
waterway problem is solved to the satis- 
faction of both. 

Beginning his lecture with a detailed 
discusison of the Treaty of 1783, the 
Webster-Ashburton Treaty, the Louts- 


jana Purchase, the acquisition of Cali- 
fornia and Alaska from Spain and Rus- 
sia, the rival claims of Americans and 
Canadians for the territory west of the 
Rockies, the ‘54-40 or fight’’ 
and the Treaty of 1846, he continued: 


“A review of the negotiations from | 


1783 to 1871 leads to the conclusion that 
in consideration of the knowledge of 
the country and the reasonable expecta- 
tions of its future, Britain not only 
acted well on behalf of Canada, but 
pushed her claims with vigor and sa- 
gacity. * © 

“With respect to the negotiations of 
the United States, there was neither in- 
difference nor ignorance. They dis- 


cerned by instinct that no rival must! 


be allowed to bar their access to the 
Pacific. Spain had gone, France had 
gone, Russia was to go and Britain alone 
seemed immovable; a Britain, moreover, 
which with each decade after the 30's 
was beginning to redress the loss of her 
revolted colonies by pouring her home- 
born population in the vacant spaces of 
Canada.” 

Referring to the Alaska boundary dis- 
pute as the last great border issue be- 
tween the United States and Canada, he 
said that its final settlement in 1903 was 
accepted as part of the British policy 
of cultivating friendship with the United 
States. Roosevelt’s refusal to accept ar- 
bitration for the solution of the ques- 
tion, he said, caused much bitterness in 
Canada against the United States. 


Problem of the Waterways. 


The settlement of the outstanding dis- 
putes as to boundaries, he went on, left 
many lesser problems related to the long 
border line, mostly with respect to rivers 
and lakes. He reviewed the volume of 
traffic on the lakes and their utility to 
Canadian -and American communities, 
and then referted to the ‘‘demands insis- 
tent and increasing, from the Western 
States and the Northwest Provinces of 
Canada, that the canals on these water- 
ways shall be deepened in order that 
seagoing vessels may carry grain and 
other products from the head of the 
Great Lakes to Europe. . 

“It is obvious how vast are the issues 
involved in the joint possession of these 
lakes and rivers,’”’ he said, 
delicately interwoven they are between 
the two countries. Canada is mistress of 
the Welland Canal that unites Lakes

Erie and Ontario, and of the gateway to 
the ocean on the St. Lawrence. 

“The question is no longer as to where 
an invisible line runs, t as to how 
such an equitable joint use and develop- 
ment may be made of these waterways 
and powers that the health, intercourse, 
trade and general well-being of both 
peoples may be promoted.’’ : 

Taking up the prairie rivers, which are 
sources of irrigation in the dry belt run- 
ning through Montana into, Southern 
Alberta, he spoke of the danger to prood- 
will that would result from the building 
of a dam in one country cutting off the 
water supply in the other, and con- 
tinued: 

“To solve the numerous and varied 
problems such as arose from the situa- 
tion that has been outlined, the United 
States and Canada have created an In- 
ternational Joint Commission. They 
have been fortunate indeed in this orig- 
inal undertaking, and it is a matter for 
surprise that a commission as unique as 
it has been successful in its procedure 
has attracted so little attention either at 
home or abroad.”’ 

After analyzing the treaty by which 
the commission was created in 1912, he 
described the commission as a ‘‘minia- 
ture Hague Tribunal for the United 
States and Canada.” 


Oommission for Common Interests. 


*‘The members of the Commission,’’ he 
went on, ‘‘do not speak or vote ag rep- 
resenting their national point of view, 
but with the realization that they are 
expected to promote the interests which 
the people hold in common; and so suc- 
cessfully has the tribunal hitherto ful- 
filled its purpose that no suggestion has 
been made to terminate the treaty, 
though since 1915 this might have been 
done by either party giving twelve 
months’ written notice to the other. 

‘During its existence some twenty-five 
decisions have been made. and it is a 
fine testimony both to the gentlemen 
who have composed the tribunal and -to 
the good will of both peoples that all 
these decisions have been unanimous.” 

Suggesting the elevation of the tribu- 
nal to the dignity and oy of a great 
court, he said the commission might in 
time have wider questions referred to 
it, and went on: 

“These Judges could not be allowed to 
become the umpires of national policies. 
Neither people would consent to take 
these from these Legislatures and hand 
them to a court, however distinguished. 
But many matters might be dealt with 
before they reach the stage of national 
policy, which, if taken early, need not 
develop into international issues, Ex- 

erience and wigdom speaking from a 
tribunal which has popular respect might 
solve these without raising the dust of 
controversy. 

“The project of the development of 
the St. Lawrence waterway for ocean- 
going shipping and for the development 
of electric power from the canalization

‘However, a committee of engineers 
from both countries is at work investli- 
gating the formulation of the problems 
which are to be considered by both 
countries. If this project is carried out 
it will probably be more significant for 
Canada than for the United States, as 
she holds the strategic position; but a

GERMANS SEEK BANK AID. 


Endeavor to Induce Local Bankers 
to Increase Commitments. 

The fact that American banks have 
not shown any particular desire to in- 
crease their German commitments re- 
cently has caused German bankers to 


attempt to induce bankers here and in} 


other large cities of the country to pur- 
chase more German commercial bills 
and to extend the local bank facilities 
for handling these discounts. 

Among others, Herbert M. Gutman, 
director of the Dresdner Bank; Arthur 
Erdman, director of the Deutsche Bank, 
and F. Neuerbourg, director of the 
Commerz und Privatbank, A. G., are 
said to have approdched the local Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank with a view to ob- 
taining the bank’s cooperation. German 
paper is eligible for rediscount at the 
Reserve Bank when endorsed by the 
member banks, and the former has re- 
discounted eligible paper of German ori- 
gin to a considerable extent in recent 
months. Discounts of this paper at 
local banks were reported yesterday to 
be on the decline. Most of the discounts 
sought here are in connection with 
financing the movement of cotton to 
Germany.

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EASTMAN FILM PLAN 
BARRED BY COURT 


Trade Commission Ruling Up- 
held on Agreement to Keep 
Out Foreign Product. 


PERMITS MAKING OF MOVIES 


‘ 


Reverses Order That Kodak Com- 
pany Sell Broulatour Plant In 
Two-to-One Decision. 


An order of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission directing the Eastman Kodak 
Company to cease acting on an agree- 
ment by which the Allied Laboratories 
Association and its members were re- 
quired to buy only American made films 
for motion pictures and which restrained 
the Eastman Company from entering the 
motion picture field was affirmed yes- 
terday by a unanimous vote of the Cir- 
cult Court of Appeals. Another part of 
the commission’s order directing the 
Eastman Company to dispose of the 
Brulatour producing plants, which it 
had purchased, and to refrain from 
making motion pictures while foreign 
film was not purchased by the defen- 
dants, was reversed by’ a vote of two 
to one, Judge Manton disagreeing with 
Judges Hough and Rogers. 

The Eastman Company, according to 
the opinion written by Judge Hough, 
had substantially a complete monopoly 
in 1921 of the sale of positive and neg- 
ative cinematograph film in this coun- 
try. Then the field was invaded by 
makers of film in Germany, France and 
Belgium and there was a tendency on 
the part of motion picture producers 
to divide their patronage. To overcome 
this the Eastman Company bought the 
Brulatour concern, the largest pro- 
ducing company east of Chicago, and 
indicated an intention to enter the mo- 
tion picture field. This, the evidence 
showed, led to the agreement with the 
Allied Laboratories by which each was 
to keep within its own field. 

In the complaint against the Eastman 
Company and the Allied Laboratories 
appeared a statement that they were 
exhibiting a tendency to hinder competi- 
tion in cinematograph films and that 
their acts constituted unfair methods. 
The majority decision says it is ad- 
mitted that the Eastman Company long 
has made over 90 per cent. of the raw 
film used in the United States and that 
of late its sales have been reduced by 
the importation of foreign film. Con- 


cerning the purchase of the Brulatour 
factories in which the raw films could 


| be converted into motion pictures, the 


opinion says that it became known that 
the Eastman Company was about to 
into competition with picture 
but that whether or not the 
Brulatour factories were held for action 
if the Allied Laboratories used other 
films was not important. If the Bast- 
man Company could lawfully make pic- 
tures it was not unlawful for it to ac- 
quire plants for the purpose, the opinion 
declares, adding: 

“The Commission is not a court and 
no statutory grant can be found justify- 
ing the order that a citizen sell prop- 
erty acquired in the course of business. 
It is fundamental just now in this coun- 
try that competition is holy, the more 
we have the better, presumably, we 
are off, wherefore the act of getting 
ready to compete in the picture-making 
art was, under our statutes, positively 
meritorious."’ 

In dissenting from the majority opin- 


}ion reversing the order of the commis- 


sion directing the sale of the laborator- 
ies, Judge Manton said: 

“It was easy to compel the independ- 
ent laboratories to surrender to the plan 
of purchasing from the Eastman Com- 
pany when there was constantly hang- 
ing over them the dread of the Eastman 
Company operating their purchased lab- 
oratories which would put upon 
market what was to.be a gigantic pro- 
duction. The control of the negative

GENEVA, May 18.—The annual report 
of the Director of the International 
Labor Bureau stresses the importance of

the rentenmark, the dollar was going 
up in Berlin at the rate of 618,000 marks 
per second." 


FOR BANK SERVICE CHARGE. 


Head of Missouri Bankers’ Associa- 
tion Urges its Adoption.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., May 18.—A service 
charge for unpreferred bank accounts 
was advocated by Myron R. Sturtevant, 
Vice President of the Liberty Central 
Trust Company, and President of the 
Missouri Bankers’ Association, which 
opened its thirty-fifth annual convention 
here today. 

Predicting that banks everywhere 
would go on a service charge basis, Mr. 
Sturtevant said: 

*“‘Whether we agree it is best or not, 
there is one thing every banker should 
do for his own enlightenment, and that 


is, make a complete survey of this de- 
posit accounts and ascertain how man 
he can break even on. I think you will 
be somewhat startled by the informa- 
tion, and should the survey reveal that 
50 per cent. of the depositors are carried 
at a loss, ask yourself if it is safer for 
a depositor to carry his funds with you 
under these conditions than it would be 
for you to loan a merchant money, who 
loses 50 per cent. on merchandise 
handled.’”’ 

Speaking of crime conditions and bank 
robbery, Mr. Sturtevant called attention 
to the organization of vigilante com- 
mittees in other States, and said some- 
thing of that sort probably would be 
tried in Missouri if the present number 
of crimes did not decrease. 

Mr. Sturtevant advocated a law pro- 
hibiting the sale of pistols and sawed-off 
shotguns to jrresponsible persons, as a 
means of preventing bank hold-ups. He 
called attention to the laws of the as- 
sociation under which a reward is paid 
for the capture and conviction of bank 
bandits, and suggested that a larger re- 
ward be offered for those who kill them. 

William E. Knox, President of the 
Bowery Savings Bank, and President of 
the American Bankers’ Association, 
spoke of the imvortance of the preserva- 
tion of the Federal reserve system.

CHICAGO, May 18.—Shorts continued 
to come in on May wheat lines and 
found offerings relatively light early, 
causing a bulge to $1.74%, the best fig- 
ure since March 13. But the local mar- 
ket got out of line with the West, South- 
west and Northwest, and 600,000 bushels 
of cash. grain were bought to come here 
for delivery, Minneapolis selling 300,000 
bushels, Kansas City 150,000, Omaha 
100,000, Leavenworth, Kan., 40,000, and 
St. Joseph, Mo., 10,000. 

The sales of tash wheat attracted the 
attention of the longs, who took profits 
and caused a break of 5 cents In May 
and 3 cents In July. The close was 1% 
cents lower on May and 144@1% cents 
lower on the deferred futures. The in- 
creased pressure on May encouraged 
selling of the distant futures and as- 
sisted in making the decline. 

The trade is disturbed over the cold 
weather and frost in the Northwest, 
which, while not doing material damage, 
is not the best thing for the crop. 

A decrease of 2,860,000 bushels in the 
visible supply was smaller than ex- 
pected, but brought the total down to 
40,604.000 bushels, compared with 43,- 
464,000 the previous week and 46,744,000 
last year. 

Export sales of 400,000 to 500,000 
bushels, largely Duluth Springs, were

With the appearance of the wholesale dry goods and 
woolen interests in the uptown sections, Fifth Ave., 
and the side streets, from tsth to 22d St., saw their 
rows of * ‘Knickerbocker” dwellings replaced with *‘sky- 
scraper” mercantile buildings. Tut not so 23rd St., 
where the higher retail values and the substantial 
buildings, proved to be deterrents to progress. 


East of Broadway the situation was saved by the con- 
struction of the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. build- 
ing and the migration of the Silk trade to 4th Ave. 
Madison Sq., likewise, saw its old landmarks replaced 
by substantial office and show-room buildings and lower 
Broadway eventually followed suit. 


Twenty-third St., between Broadway and 6th Ave., 

although now on "a sound rental basis, with all of the 
available space well occupied and in good demand, 
awaits the magic touch of some leader who will know 
how best to se cay its strategic location, the excel- 
lent transit facilities, and the probability that the Sixth 
Ave. “L” is destined to be replaced with a subway.

next morning. As hounds work best on 
still, damp mornings, such times are 
selected for sending them out in quest! 
of coyotes. 

A lo@al candy manufacturer at Augus- 
|ta, Ga., found that on certain days the 
hard candies would ‘sweat’ and lose 


to harden. On the advice of the 
Weather Bureau official the candy com- 
pany purchased a sling psychrometer 
and is making practical experiments in 
insuring humidity in its factories. While 
it is likely that the company will even- 
tually install air-conditioning apparatus, 





it is now producing these candies satis- 
tactorily and With little added expense 
by meking them only on days when the 
humidity ‘ia low.
